MEXICO, May 2.—We have suddenly 
enwakened to the fact that we are living 
in a beleaguered city. Every night at & 
w’clock the nine pieces of field artillery 
which Diaz still possesses are limbered 
up and brought in from the Tacubaya 
artillery barracks to take up their posi- 
tions in platoons commanding the

vaca and the south.

Dr. Rhomberg, the German 
representative, immediately put him- 
self in communication with Ambas- 
sador Wilson, and afterward went per- 
sonally to the Foreign Office, where he 
put in the hands of Sefior de la Barra 
a formal protest against the desertion 
of his people by the authorities. pr. 
Rhomberg demanded protection for the 
endangered German subjects and their 
property, and requested immediate in- 
formation as to what steps the Govern- 
ment would take to secure this end. 

Sefior de la Barra promised to send a 
messenger over the mountains asking 
the acting Governor of Cuernavaca to 
do his best for the Germans. Dr. 
Rhomberg then left the Foreign Office, 
saying he hoped that Sefior de la Barra 
would, before evening. put in his hands 
guch assurances as would enable him 
to cable his Government that every- 
thing was being done to protect the 
Germans.

| BALTIMORE, Md., May 2.—By one of 
|} the closest and heaviest votes ever polled 
vin a municipai election in Baltimore city, 
ithe old Democratic organization won out 
| to-day by a small majority of about 
861, electing its entire ticket headed by 
James Il. Preston for Mayor; James F. 
Thrift for Controller, and John Hubert 
for President of Second Branch, City 
Councils. Tne vote for Thrift and 
[araweet largely excecds that for Pres- 
ton There were Prohibition and 
| Socialist tickets in the field, but they re- 
|; ceived a small vote. 

| KE. Clay Timanus, Republican candi- 
date for Mayor, who as President of Sec- 
ond Branch City Councils, succeeded 
Mayor McLane, Denocrat, seven years 
ago when McLane committed suicide, to- 
day ran ahead of his ticket and gave the 
Democrats the hardest fight they have 
had since the election of McLane eight 
years ago. The Democrats continue in 
control of City Councils. 

The Republicans polled their full party 
| vote, and, owing to the negro segregation 
law being a strong side issue of the cam- 
paign, the negroes voted solidly for the 
Republican ticket, the Democratic organ- 
ization being unable to use a certain ele- 
ment of them as it has done in previous 
elections. In the wards in which the con- 
servatives or independent Democratic vote 
is the strongest, Preston ran behind his 
ticket, showing that many of the anti- 
machine Democrats voted for the Repub- 
lican candidate for Mayor and for the 
Democratic candidates for Controller and 
President of the second branch of Coun- 
cils. 

The Democratic organization in the ten 
or twelve wards tn which its control Is 
almost absolute polled the full party 
strength, just as it did in the recent pri- 
maries, the rigorous anti-machine cam- 
paign having no effect whatever in these 
sections of the city. 

John Mahon, who succeeded the late I. 
Freeman Fasin as the chief of the old 
Democratic machine, thus demonstrated 
that he is as strong a leader as was his 
predecessor. Every newspaper in the 
city was against him, excepting the Ger- 
man Correspondent. He and the other 
heads of the organization were bitterly 
assailed and lampooned by the Democrat- 
ic papers and charged with being graft- 
ers. 

The rank and file of the Democratic Party 
by the support given the organization 
candidates to-day repudiated the attacks 
made upon the leaders, and showed the 
willingness of a majority of the citizens 
to intrust the candidate of the organiza- 
tion with the spending during the next 
four years of $17,000,000 in public improve- 
ment, the loans providing for which were 
also approved to-day by a big majority. 

It is believed that the anti-negro feeling 
again exercised a strong influence upon

PASSES COURTHOUSE BILL. 


Senate for Leaving Choice of Site to 
Justices, Who Favor City Hall.

ALBANY, May 2.—Only the Assembly, 
or the exercise by Gov. Dix of his veto 
power, will prevent the location of the 
proposed new court house for New York 
County in the City Hail Park, owing to 
the pasage in the upper house at the night 
session yesterday of a bill introduced by 
Senator Stilwell of the Bronx. The Stil- 
well bill leaves the matter of location in 
the hands of the court house board, com- 
posed of Supreme Court Justices, the 
majority of whom favor the erection of 
the court house on the northern extremity 
of the park surrounding City Hall. 

Mayor Gaynor is also understood to 
favor that location. If the Stilwell bill 
becomes law, neither the Board of Esti- 
mate, nor any other city authority, will 
‘have anything to say with reference to 
where the court house shall be built 
or with the plans. When the propositon 
was made to the Board of Estimate last 
year, it was opposed by almost every 
civic organization in the City of New 
York, including the City Club, the Citi- 
zens’ Union, the American Institute of 
Architects, the City Bar Association, and 
many other bodies. 

“Since the Justices of the Supreme 
Court have already declared in favor 
of putting the court house in City Hall 
Park and the Mayor is understood to 
favor it, too,’’ said J. O. Hammitt, Sec- 
retary of the Citizens’ Union, ‘ there 
will be very little chance of preventing 
the invasion of the park, unless prompt 
action is taken. The bill makes it the 
duty of the Board of Estimate to pay the 
cost out of the public funds, and this is 
absolutely the only function the Board 
of Estimate will have in connection with 
this matter if the Stilwell bill becomes a 
law.”’ 


GRIFFIN ILLEGALLY REMOVED. 


Court of Appeals Upholds Protest of 
Water Department Engineer. 


ALBANY, May 2.—The Court of Ap- 
peals to-day decided that Gerald S. Grif- 
fin was removed from the office of As- 
sistant Engineer fn the Department of 
Water Supply in New York City in April, 
1908, on charges of insubordination, neg- 
lect of duty, and incompetency in vio- 
lation of civil service rules, 

The court directs that his petition for 
a peremptory writ of mandamus, which 
was denied by the lower courts, should be 


granted, as the charges upon which he 
was removed ‘seem to be entirely insuf- 
'ficient to sustain the removal.’’ Mr. 
‘Griffin received a salary of $8,000 a year 
and expenses. 

Aside from civil service protection, Mr. 
Griffin claimed that his rights as a menm- 
‘ber of the Volunteer Fire Department in 
the Borough of Richmond were also vi- 
'olated by his removal. On this point 
Judge Hiscock, in the opinion, says: 
' ** t4is alleged membership was one of 
those shams which have been repeatedly 
condemned by the courts when argued as 
a basis for relief in such a proceeding as 
-this. Instead of entitling him to extra 
consideration, it is the one feature that 
casts discredit upon him and the defense 
interposed by his counsel.’’ 


HARD FIGHT TO SAVE FRUIT. 


Hundreds of Missourians Up All Night 
to Warm the Orchards. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 2.—Hundreds 
men, women, and children spent a 
sleepless night in what may have been a 
vain effort to save the fruit crop of 
Southern Missouri. Fruit growers who 
had their orchards equipped with smudge 
pots kept the crude oil burning from dusk 
to sunrise in the hope of warming the air 
around the peach and apple trees. Re- 
ports from many sections of the Ozark 
country are discouraging. In many places 
the mercury fell to 80 degrees, and one- 
eighth of «an inch of ice formed. 

The big fruit growers assembled all the 
available men to combat the cold One 
big apple orchard, in which had been 
placed 6,400 crude oil burners, probably is 
safe. 

Hundreds of farmers made huge bon- 
fires, choosing the side of the orchard 
where the wind would drive the smoke 
through the trees. Trainmen reported 
seeing thousands of such fires dotting the 
| hills and valleys.

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Treaty to be a Declaration of 
Willingness to Arbitrate, 
Not a Contract. 





STILL IN A TENTATIVE STAGE 





Taft Thinks Senate, Like President, 
Will Be Bound by Treaty—Expects to 
Overcome Senators’ Opposition.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The new Anglo- 
American general arbitration treaty was 
the chief cause of discussion at to-day’s 
cabinet meeting, which was extended con- 
siderably beyond the hour when such 
meetings usually break up. It was not 
until almost 2 o'clock that the President's 
advisers left the Cabinet room. Late this 
afternoon it was learned on the authority 
of the President himself that the pro- 
posed treaty had principally occupied the 
Cabinet. 

It was reported this morning in dis- 
patches from London that what purport- 
ed to be a forecast of the treaty had been 
published there, The dispatches asserted 
that the treaty was to run for a period 
of five years, and would contain pro- 
visions for the reference of questions 
arising subsequent to its negotiation to 
The Hague tribunal for settlement. It 
may be said on the highest authority, 
however, that there has been no determi- 
nation as yet as to the period during 
which the propsed treaty shall be oper- 
ative, nor as to the tribunal which shall 
be employed in any arbitration that may 
develop out of the treaty. In fact, the 
entire matter is still in a tentative stage. 

Inasmuch as the proposition for such a 
treaty arose with this Government, it 
follows that the American parties in the 
negotiations submit the first definite prop- 
osition. It was part of the draft of this 
preliminary proposal which the Cabinet 
discussed for so long to-day. Secretary 
Knox and the State Department officials 
who are working with him have been 
actively engaged for some time in 
preparation of this draft, but the part 
submitted to the Cabinet to-day did not 
cover certain features, which will be in- 
cluded tn the final draft before it is sub- 
mitted to the British Ambassador. 


Formula for Future Procedure. 


In the talk at the White House this 
evening details as to the provisions of 
the treaty were not supplied, but the gen- 
eral character of it was clearly indicated. 
Broadly speaking, it is to be something 
in the nature of a formal declaration by 
both Governments of their desire and in- 
tention to submit to aribtration any ques- 
tion hereafter arising between them 
rather than a contract which seeks in 
terms to provide specifically for the arbi- 
tration of such questions. It is to be 
rather a formula for future procedure by 
the two countries, the particular action 
to be taken in each case to be deter- 
mined in each instance for itself. Thus, 
as far as this country is concerned, when- 
question possible of arbitral 
settlement arises between the United 
States and Great 3ritain, the 
would bind whoever might be President 
then to submit it to arbitration. In each 
such it would be necessary to 
formulate the terms of the submission— 
that is, to ‘‘ make up the case: ) 
are made up for submission to the judi- 
cial tribunals of each country. The gen- 
eral treaty would not only binding 
upon the President to submit the ques- 
tion to arbitration, but upon the Senate 
also, in the view of President Taft, for its 
share in the arrangement of the terms of 
such special submission. . : 

The framers of the American draft of 
the treatv have not vet taken up the 
question of the tribunal to which arbitra- 
tion cases shall be submitted under the 
treaty. It is pointed out at the White 
House that there were three methods or 
more, one of which might be adopted, 

First. the treaty may provide generally 
for the submission of all questions aris- 
ing under it to The Hague tribunal. 

Second, it mav provide for the creation

of a special tribunal by Great Britain 
and the United States in concert. 

Third, it may provide that the compro- 
mise in each case as it arises shall cover 
the question of the tribunal to which the 
ease shall be referred. 

Taft Plensed With Progress. 

President Taft was frankly pleased this 
evening with the progress being made on 
the treaty. He feels that once the Amer- 
ican proposition is finetiy drafted for sub- 


mission to Ambassador Bryce, the main 
part of the work wiil have been accom- 
plished. The Ambassador is being kept 
informed as to what is going on, and, with 
his staff, is at work on his own expression 
for the ideas which are to be covered by 
the treaty. The President repeated this 
evening the expression of his hope that 
the treaty will be agreed upon in time to 
have it fully considered at this session of 
e Senate. 

ye, Poteet is receiving petitions from 
day to day against the adoption of the 
proposed treaty. As far as can be gleaned 
from their contents they emanate entirely 
from the Irish and German element of the 
country. So far only about a score have 
been received, most of them similarly 
worded, showing a common inspiration. 
They come chiefly from New York, 308- 
ton, and other New England towns. The 
Irish country clubs of Boston’ protest 
against ‘‘the hill now pending before the 
Senate and House of Representatives,”’ 
when, as a matter of fact, there is not 
even a completed treaty as yet. This 
same petition speaks of the bill as “ hav.- 
ine for its object the commercial and 
limited ovolitical union of the United 
States with Great Britain,” and states 
that such a treaty would be “ odious and 
objectionable to our best views and sen- 
timents in our dual capacity of Irishmen 
and American citizens.’’ They thereupon 
expressly protest against any alliance or 
union between ‘‘the hereditary foe of 
our native land and the land of our 
adoption.’ The printed petition gener- 
ally used recalls the warning in Wash- 
ington’s farewell address against foreign 
entaglements, and says the country has 
done very well in minding its own busi- 
ness, and should continue to do so. An- 
other form of petition takes it for grant- 
ed that the peapored treaty is for the 
purpose of offending Germany.

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BRIBERY CASE GROWS 
50 MEN IN OHIO NET 


Viost Persistent Grafters He Has 
Ever Met, Says Burns of 
Certain Legislators. 








GOV. HARMON IS A WITNESS 





Urges Non-Partisan Alliance for the 
Good of the State—Speaker Re- 
pudiates Representative Nye.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 2.—The legis- 
lative bribery scandal is growing in pro- 
portions every day. Detective William J. 
Burns declares that nearly fifty mem- 
bers of the Legislature have been caught 
in the net. 

“The real, big story is yet to come,” he 
Said to-day. ‘‘ Marked money was used 
in paying the bribes solicited. Of all the 
bribery investigations with which I have 
been connected the evidence in this is 
the most conclusive, the most unquestion- 
able, and was obtained by the most up-to- 
date methods. I[ have every confidence in 
the men I have at work here. I have 
tried them before and know what they 
‘are. They are thoroughly reliable, and 
(furthermore, they are gentlemen. 

“You will find that there will be no 
scandal of any kind following this inves- 
tigation. What I mean is, no scandal 
from our side. I will say for the graft- 
‘ers in Columbus, that of all the grafters 
it has ever been iny lot to know anything 
about, they are the most persistent I 
ever saw in my life. They were after 
money all the time and would take any- 
thing.”’ 

“How long have they been at it?” he 
was asked. 

“From all I can learn, they've been at 
it ever since they came to Columbus.” 

In their investigations the detectives 
learned of other deals during the present 
session of the Legislature; of bills which 
were passed and bills which were killed 
by the use of money. All of this evidence 
they have in shape to present to the 
Grand Jury, and so sure are they of their 
ground that they say: 

3efore this thing is over the legislat- 
ors will be falling over each other to get 
to the Prosecuting Attorneys’ office to 
tell him all they know, just like the Coun- 
cilmen did in Pittsburg.’’

Many Unusual Rescues from Blazing

Whether Mayor Gaynor will accept the 
resignation could not be learned last 
bight. Friends of the City Chamberlain 
thought that the Mayor might refuse to 
accept it and in the announcement of his 
decision take occasion to arraign the 
methods which Hyde's friends Say have 
been used ir obtaining the indictment. 


Hyde’s Plea to the Public. 


The City Chamberlain’s statement te 
the public follows: 


I am entitled to ask that, the public 
suspend judgment on this charge until 
I have had a chance to be -heard. An 
irdictment, of course, £§ humiliating 
to any man, especially to one holding 
public office, for the public cannot be 
expected to know and judge the mo- 
tives that sometimes lie behind the 
prosecution. It is unfortunate that so 
many people forget that an indictment 
is no more than a charge based on se- 
cret proceedings, of which the defend- 
ant is kept in ignorance, and that the 
defendant is assumed to be innocent 
until he has had the opportunity to 
<sunee the charge and defend him- 
self. 

I shall be able to prove that this in- 
dictment is the outcome of one of the 
most wicked conspiracies in the his- 
tory of this city. 

During the sixteen months that I 
have held office I have handled over 
$500,000,000 of the city’s money, all of 
which had to be deposited somewhere. 
Everybody knows that for. three 
months every energy of the District 
Attorney has been exhausted in the 
hope of finding something. which, un- 
explained, might be contorted into a 
Suspicious circumstance to implicate 
re. It must strike the public as pe- 
culiar, that if I were capable of the 
dastardly crime of betraying the city 
that no trace or vestige of it appears 
among the one hundred and twenty 
and more other banks and trust com- 
panies with which I have daily trans- 
acted the city’s business. 

However, at last, after every clue 
has been run down and proved barren, 
and the whole thing is ready to col- 
lapse of its own weight, the prosecue- 
tion suddenly discovers, and it is forth- 
With announced in the newspapers, 
that I actually borrowed $14,000 from 
the Carnegie Trust Company, which, 
together with other institutions were 
depositories of city money. With daily 
balances of over $50,000,000 for dis- 
tribution among banks and trust com- 
panies, one would jmagine that a dis- 
honest official would harly be put to 
such straights. It seems rather a 
poor, weak sort of peg upon which 
to hang so serious a charge. ' 

The above is the charge which has 
been industriously fed to the public in 
a garbled form as being the offense 
charged. 

The offense, however, that is actual- 
lv charged in the indictment is noth- 
ing of the sort. That is based upon 
the testimony of Robin, the former 
President of the Northern Bank, who 
first absconded, then attempted sui- 
cide, then pleaded insanity, incident- 
ally denied his parentage, then pleaded 
guilty to grand larceny in having 
stolen savings bank money, and has 
since been enjoying the hospitality of 
the District Attorney’s office. It is 
charged in the indictment that I re- 
quested Robin to procure the Northern 
Bank to loan $130,000 of its funds to 
the Carnegie Trust Company, and that 
I promised that if it did make this 
ioan I would increase the deposits of 
citv funds in the Northern Bank. It 
is then charged that this loan was 
made and that the city funds in the 
Northern Bank were increased. 

Denies the Charge. 

It will probably surprise the public 
to learn that this is the entire charge 
that is made against me. I have al- 
ready denied that I had any such 
transaction or made any such agreé- 
ment, and I now reiterate the denial. 


It is not asserted in the indictment 
that I profited in any way by the 
alleged transaction, nor has there ever 
been any suggestion made by any one 
that I ever, directly or indirectly, 
made a dollar out of my handling of 
the city moneys. 

[ ougnt perhaps to add that the two 
loans, aggregating $14,000, referred to 
in to-day’s papers as having been 
made by the Carnegie ‘Trust Com- 
pany, were not made until November 
and December, 1910, which was eight 
months after the deposit of city money 
in the Carnegie Trust Company. Only 
one of these loans, that of $10,000, 
was Made On my indursement. .Lawe 
yers and business men of this com- 
munity Know that for many years my 
business and property interests have 
been sufficiently large to justify large 
credits to me in the banks and that I 
have frequentiy borrowed much larger 
sums than $10,000. Banks are to lend 
money and. aid business enterprise, 
and they have sought my loans oftener 
than I have their assistance. 

While I have no fear or doubt that 
the whole conspiracy against me will 
be laid bare within a very short time, 
I do not propose to have the admin- 
istration of Mayor Gaynor embar- 
rassed, and I shall at once tender my 
resignation. After twenty-two years’ 
association with him, I feel that he 
will not misinterpret it, as he knows 
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one else the dastardly

“You surprise me; but notwithstanding 
his resignation the 1law provides that he 
must be presumed innocent until proven 
guilty.”’ 
Hyde is Arraigned. 

Mr. Hyde, accompanied by his lawyer, 
Samuel Untermyer, and by Stephen C. 
Baldwin of Brooklyn, one of the City 
Chamberlain's closest friends, arrived at 
the Criminal Courts Building shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday. Mr. Untermyer had 
agreed to have his client in court at that 
time to plead. The City Chamberlain 
wore his accustomed smile as he pushed 
his way through the small army of news- 
paper men, photographers, and idlers. 
If he was worried his face did not show it. 
-Justice’ Davis was not on the bench 
when the three men arrived, but the 
court room was filled, and there was a 
stir as the indicted city official stalked 
through the room and sat down just in- 
side the railing in front of the bench. 
Tax Commissioner Daniel 8S. McElroy 
joined him there @ moment later and 
shook hands warmly. They chatted until 
District Attorney Whitman and Assistant 
District Attorney Clark entered the room. 
Mr. Untermyer held a whispered conver- 
sation with the District Attorney and 
then resumed his seat beside his client. 

At noon Justice Davis entered, and a 
moment later Court Clerk Penny called 
the name of Charles H. Hyde, who stood 
up while Clerk Penny said:

CUMMINS TO GIVE UP ALL. 


Creditors Welcome to All His Prop- 
erty, He Tells Receiver. 


William J. Cummins, leading factor in 
the affairs of the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany, appeared yesterday before United 
States Commissioner Thomas Alexander 
in the Federal Building as a witness in 


the bankruptcy tera instituted 
against him by three creditors, whose 


claims aggregate $119,644. The object of 
the hearing was to discover the true 
assets of Cummins, whose total liabilities 
are estimated by the petitioners at $5,- 
000,000 and his total assets at $400,000. 

Mr. Cummins said he hed no list of his 
assets, but would submit one later to 
the receiver, Payson Merrill. He prom- 
ised to turn over his insurance policies 
and also his automobile, which is now in 
transit, he sad, from Nashville. 

‘““ Will you go with the receiver to your 
private safe in the office of the Carnegie 
Trust Company and permit him to ex- 
amine its contents?’’ Mr. Cummins was 
asked. 

‘*T will,’’ he replied. 

Mr. Cummins told the Commissioner he 
would turn over his check books to his 
counsel. When asked if he had turned 
over any real estate or securities to his 
family, he said he had not, and that all 
he had given them were small sums of 
money and some jewelry of little value. 

‘* All of my property,” he said, ‘* will 
=a) ne my creditors, and they are welcome 
to it.’’ 

The hearing was adjourned until Tues- 
day of next week at 10 A. M. 

It was learned yesterday that State 
Banking Supt. Cheney will apply to the 
courts shortly for permission to pay the 
first dividend to depositors of the Wash- 
ington Savings Bank, one of the Joseph 
G. Robin institutions which failed shortly 
before the Carnegie Trust Company crash, 
It was reported that this first dividend 
would be about 40 per cent. 


COMPROMISE ON WOOL DUTY. 


Tariff Revision Expected to Conciliate 
Both Farmers and Consumers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The discussion 
over the wool schedule went on to-day 
among members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, without any definite 
plan being reached. The Western men 
maintained stiffly their demand that 
there should be a protective auty if the 
Democratic Party hopes to hold the 
farmers in 1912 while the free wool men 
to-day advanced a new proposition in a 
scheme to lay a 5 per cent. duty, with a 
provision that 1 per cent. should be taken 
off annually for five years until there 
should be a gradual and safe adjustment 
of the industry to a permanent free wool 
basis. 

Mr. Underwood, speaking for the tariff- 
for-revenue members of the committee, 
declined to accept this proposal, first be- 
cause it would not, in his judgment, prove 
any more acceptable politically than the 
other hill nor provide enough revenue for 
Government expenses. He said that the 
only situation under which such a reduc- 
tion could be entertained would be one 
where some other tax could be imposed to 
make up the loss of revenue from wool. 
If it were practicable to impose an income 
tax, or a tax on beer or on estates, in ex- 
cess of certain limitations, there would be 
room for cutting down the duty on wool. 

It is evident now that the Democratic 
leaders are setting their faces strongly 
against the proposed sweeping reduction 
that would please the free wool men. 
The result is likely to be a compromise 
to protect the farmer and look toward 
a modification of the present wool sced- 
ule by reducing the duty to about 25 per 














jcent., at the same time providing protec- 


tion to the consumer, so that he may 
have all wool in his cloth instead of half 
cotton. 


BEARDS AGAINST BALD HEADS 





No One Wiillingly Wears a Bald Head, 
Says Bearded ex-Senator Carter.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Senators and 
Representatives to-night seriously de- 
bated whether baldness or beards do more 
harm to men. The debate was at the Na- 
tional Press Club, composed of political 
writers and their friends, where every 
notable, at least once in his life, must 
talk. Ex-Senator Carter and Speaker 
Cannon (both with features well clothed) 
championed beards, and Representative 
Nicholas Longworth, son-in-law to Col. 
Roosevelt, and Senator ‘‘ Fiddling Bob” 
Taylor of Tennessee (both with shining 
domes) held briefs for the bald heads. 

‘We may be sympathized with,”’ said 
Mr. Longworth, ‘‘for the baldness we 
could not avoid. But our bearded oppo- 
nents have no excuse.”’ 

‘‘No man,” said Mr. Carter, stroking 
his flowing beard as he spoke, ‘“ ever 
voluntarily wore a bald head. A_ bald 
head is an affliction; it is a trace of dis- 
ease, it is a standing joke, it is a phys- 
ical infirmity, and it has been so for a 
long, long time. Even in the days of 
the prophet, when small boys wished to 
enrage Elisha they cried to him, simply, 
‘Go up, bald-head,’ and _ that i bald- 
headed man displayed so ill a temper 
at the taunt that he called out she bears, 
who devoured forty-two of the children.” 

Senator Taylor defended his bald head, 
saying that he had been born so, as had 
his father before him. 

“When I gazed at his shining dome,” 
said ‘‘ Fiddling Bob,” ‘‘I thought the 
whole world was bald. And when my 
mother pressed my face to her smooth 
cheek I did not dream the world held 
such things as whiskers.”’ 

Then ex-Speaker Cannon discussed 
beards from an Oriental point of view. 
Amid loud applause decision was _ re- 
served.

BY HIGH BUILDINGS 


Engineer Bolton Declares That 
Even the Cathedral Neighbor- 
hood May Be Spoiled. 








RENTAL VALUES MAY DROP 





Continuation of Present Architectural 
Tendency Will Deprive Many Thou- 
sand Offices of Light and Air. 





Speaking to the Fifth Avenue Associa- 
tion in Aeolian Hall on ‘‘ The Develop- 
ment of High Buildings in New York,” 
Reginald Pelham Bolton, an industrial 
engineer, Chairman of the Association's 
Committee cn Sanitation ant Nuisances, 
ceclared last night that the growth of 
tall loft puildings on Fifth Avenue has 
already made a large section of it to re- 
semble Sixth and Seventh Avenues, that 
it might in the not very distant future 
“become an Eighth or Ninth Avenue, 
and ultimately even a First Second 
Avenue.”’ 

‘*‘ Already,’ he said, ‘“‘ the springing up 
of such buildings has caused a deteriora- 
tion in rent values by drawing away the 
very class of people and dealers who have 
hitherto given the avenue the tone and 
prestige that brought about high rental 
values. Apartment houses, too, if they 
spring up in sufficient numbers in the 
fine residential district, shutting out the 
light and air of fine residences and clubs, 
will simply drive the neighboring prop- 
erty holders away, whereupon the mag- 
nificent buildings must ultimately dete- 
riorate and the owners of the apartment 
houses themselves suffer through the de- 
struction of rent values. 

“The introduction of the steel cage in 
building brought about a sudden change 
in the development of buildings in this 
city,"' continued Mr. Bolton. ‘* What 
would have been a gradual development 
of a general ten-story level of buildings 
throughout the city gave way to a sud- 
den cropping up of erratic tail sky- 
scrapers on some plots, with an arresting 
of other buildings near by or adjacent at 
the height of three or four or five stories, 
which they had attained at the time of 
the civil war. 

“These skyscrapers depend in large 


part for their light and air upon the rear 
and side windows. Now, what is going 
to happen to all these inlets of light and 
air when the small neighbor grows to 
the height of the present skyscrapers? 
They will be properiy shut up by a dead 
wall or darkened, especially the lower 
floors, by narrow airshafts: the rental 
value, which depends chiefly upon the 
amount of light and air, will decline pro- 
portionately, and the tall buildings wil! 
tail to pay—destroyed through natura! 
causes by the very policy by which they 
were built. If the present tendency 
toward scraping the sky continues, we 
may yet live to see the seemingly absurd 
spectable of men groping their way with 
lanterns each afternoon at the bottom of 
deep canyons that were once Nassau or 
Wall Street.” 

Mr. Bolton said that the day mav not be 
far distant when commercial buildings of 
great height will change the character 
even of the cathedral section of Fifth 
Avenue. ‘“ Already the portion of the 
avenue at the Fifty-ninth Street approach 
to Central Park, which it seemed could 
never suffer change or deterioration, is 
threatened with the erection of tall apart- 
ment houses that must ultimately create 
the same sort of problem as the tall loft 
buildings in the southern section already 
have done. Clubs and residences cannot 
abide such neighbors, who cut off their 
air and Neht and look over into them 
from higher windows only a few yards 
away.”’ 

Mr. Bolton ridiculed 
cently accredited to the Water Commis- 
sioner that in view of a water famine 
impending over the city, he had not only 
wa'nel everybody to be as sparing as 
possible of water, but had also sent men 
around in automobiles to keep a close 
watch on all users of garden hose and 
urge them to desist. 

“There are just 540 domestic dwellings 
left on Manhattan Island,”’ said Mr. Bol- 
ton. “Of these not more than 10 per 
cent. have gardens, and surely less than 
9 of these 10 per cent. use garden hose. 
On the other hand, there are at least 
forty large apartment hotels which use 
infinitely more water. These manufac- 
ture their own ice supply, for example, in 
which they use from twelve to twenty 
tons of citv water for every ton of ice 
they produce in a day. Don’t you think 
in view of this that chasing in automo- 
biles after users of garden hose is a 
rather weak remedy? I think the Com- 
missioner might chase these forty hotels 
with much greater saving of water.” 

Mr. Bolton declared that there is a 
growing tendency to regard as most seri- 
ous to the interests of Fifth Avenue the 
increase of the smoke nuisance due to 
loft buiidings and skyscrapers. ‘‘ Since 
the coal is hard, we do not see the 
smoke,"’ he said, ** but it is there none the 
less. It is estimated that 100,000 tons of 
fine ash is distributed over the entire city 
in this way. It is expected that the sup- 
ply of hard coal will cease in fifteen or 
twenty years, and then we shall have to 
use soft coal exclusively. The result will 
probably be that an end will be put to in- 
dividual fires in the city and centralized 
fire plants will be operated outside of 
the city, with steam heating fc all the 
houses in New York. I may be considered 
somewhat of a romantic engineer for say- 
ing this, but no real plan for meeting the 
condition that will soon face us has yet 
been presented.”’ 

To prevent a recurrence of such disas- 
ters as that of the Asch Building fire, 
it was suggested by H. F. P. Porter, in- 
dustrial engineer and fire drill expert, 
that every tall building be provided with 
a fire wall cutting it from cellar to roof 
into two equal parts, and equipped with 
fire doors, through which the occupants 
could in case of fire retreat from the 
burning part of each floor to the section 
that was free from fire, shutting the fire 
doors after them, and then descending at 
their leisure by way of the stairways in 
the safe half of the building.

Fight Strikers. 

The National Metal Trades Association, 
composed of a large number of 
manufacturing machinery and of 
marine yards of this city and of 
County, N. J.,

for an eight-hour work 
day at the wages now yreceived for nine 
hours work. Secretary Henry C. Hunter 
said yesterday that practically all the 
large concerns that employ machinists are 
co-operating with the association. 

The employers have signed an agree- 
ment pledging themselves not to concede 
the demands or to hold any conference 
with the representatives of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists or the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers, but 
to refer them to a standing committee of 
ten appointed for the purpose. Mr. Hun- 
ter sald: 


“Manufacturing plants and marine 
vards outside of New York City operate 
nine hours a day, and many of them ten 
hours a day. The New York manufac- 
turer, Operating his plant nine hours, with 
greater fixed charges, is even now placed 
at a decided disadvantage in competing 
With out-of-town manufacturers. This 
disadvantage will be increased in case his 
mechanics work only eight hours a day 
tor the same wage they now receive for 
nine hours’ work. This is true also of the 
marine yards, which come in direct com- 
petition with Philadelphia, Newport News, 
and other cities on the Atlantic seaboard 
where ten hours constitute a day’s work. 

“If the machinists had consulted the 
convenience of the New York employers 
they could not have chosen a more 
favorable time to strike. Plants are not 
busy, and a number of machinists are 
idje, not only in New York City. but 
generally in all manufacturing centres. 
Little trouble is anticipated in filling the 
places of the strikers."’ 

James Wilson, who is at the head of the 
strike committee, said last night that 
about 1,200 more machinists had gone out 
in a number of plants, bringing the total 
nimber of strikers up to about 11,200. 
Among the firms whose machinists struck 
yesterday were C. F. Splitdorf, magnetos, 
and the Garvin Machine Company, Spring 
and Varick Streets. ~ 


MEN FOR SUFFRAGE PARADE. 


Speakers at Men’s League Meeting 
Tell Why Women Should Get the Vote. 


It was announced that 200 real live 
men are to march in the suffrage parade 
on Saturday at a mass meeting held by 
the Men's League for Woman Suffrage 
in Cooper Union last night. The an- 
nouncement came from Max Eastman, 
Secretary of the league. The 200 will 
meet at West Fifty-fourth Street, near 
Fifth Avenue, and head the parade under 
the banner of the Men's League for Wo- 
man Suffrage. 

James H. Brady, ex-Governor of Idaho, 
a speaker of the evening, said that the 
women who vote talk politics and not 
fashions, and said that in his county 
alone women held public offices, and 
that one-half of the school boards were 
composed of women. The manly man, 
he said, was the only man who was will- 
ing to take an equal standing with a wo- 
man, and that it was this type of man 
who would sooner or later give the wo- 
man her vote. 

Assemblyman Harold Spielberg told of 
his great trouble in getting the other 
members of the Legislature to vote for 
the bill giving women the vote. He said 
that he had repeatedly tried to get the 
Committee on Judiciary, of which he is a 
member, to adopt the bill. He said that 
seven votes were needed, and that he was 
only able to get six, but he intended to 
ask the Legislature to vote upon the 
measure next Tuesday. 

Norman Hapgood of Collier’s Weekly, 
who presided at the meeting, announced 
that Arthur Brisbane, who had promised 
to be present, was kept away by the ill- 
ness of his brother, and had sent him a 
letter which he wanted to have read. Mr. 
Brisbane said in his letter that the people 
who were opposed to woman suffrage on 
the ground that bad women also would 
get the vote were in error when they said 
that bad women would vote for bad men. 
He said that even the most wretched wo- 
man would vote for the good man be- 
cause she knew the bad man only too well. 


BANGOR FIRE DUE TO SMOKER 


Started from Cigarette Cast Aside in 
a Poker Game, It Is Said. 


BANGOR, Me., May 2.—That Bangor's 
great conflagration with its estimated 
loss of from $3,000,000 to $6,500,000 was 
started by a cigarette stub thrown into 
the hay in a storeroom on Broad Street 
by participants in a poker game Sunday 
afternoon was a report circulated through 
the city to-day. 

Telephone service, as well as electric 
lighting, was still in a chaotic ecndition 
to-day.

SHOOTS WIFE, KILLS HIMSELF 


Yonkers Man Was Jealous and They 
Quarreled About Money. 


Ernest York, 50 years old, of 10 Palisade 
Avenue, Yonkers, shot his wife. Catherine. 
at his home last night and then killed 
himself. Mrs. York, who was shot in 
the back of the head, is in St. Joseph's 
Hospital fn a critical condition. 

York is fifteen years his wife’s senior 
and was jealous of her. He was once 
wealthy, but lately was in straitened 
circumstances. He tad been out of

For answer York pointed the revolver at 
her forehead. She grappled with him, 
and in the struggle York pressed the gun 
against the back of his wife’s head and 
fired. Mrs. York fell, and York, thinking 
her dead, put the revolver to his forehead 
and fired. The bullet entered his brain 
and he died instantly.

DOUGLAS, Ariz., May 2.—Reports re- 
celved to-day say that an American and 
his wife, names unknown, have been 
killed by outlaws in the interior of So- 


nora. Americans here are advising all 
their friends in Mexico to get out of that 
country. 

The populace in southern Sonora and 
Sinaloa is said to be in a state bordering 
on panic. The rebels are reported to be 
preparing for another attack on Agua 
Prieta. 

Many insurrecto bands’ throughout 
Sonora are ignorant of the peace nego- 
tiations. Bacum is threatened by the 
forces recently routed by Gen. Torres.

PEACE ENVOY AT EL PASO. 








Negotiations to Begin To-day—Exten- 
sion of Armistice Offered. 


EL PASO, May 2.—Judge Francisco Car- 
bajal, the official Mexican Peace Com- 
missioner, arrived to-night, and immedi- 
ately went into conference with Oscar 
Braniff, Esquibal Obregron, and Rafael 
Hernandez, who have been acting in the 
negotiations. At the conclusion of the 
conference Sefior Braniff announced that 
Judge Carbajal had brought “full and 
mecessary powers’”’ for treating with the 
rebel Commissioners. 

It is said that the formal negotiations 

ill be taken up to-morrow in a tent 
to be erected in a willow grove on the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande, half way 
between Juarez and the insurrecto camp. 
Judge Carbajal will act alone, while Dr. 
Vasquez Gomez will represent the 
visional Government, advised by Don 
Francisco Madero, Sr., and Pino Saurez, 
provisional Governor of Yucatan. 

After a tedious wait for news of the 
whereabouts of Judge Carbajal, 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., this afternoon 
finally informed Gen. Navarro, in 
mand of the Federal troops in Juarez, 
that a three days’ prolongation of 
present armistice, which expires at noon 
to-morrow, would be acceptable, if the 
Federal Government so desired. Gen. 
Navarro telegraphed t» Mexico City for 
instructions. 

Restiessness and impatiente were dis- 
played by the rebel leaders to-day be- 
cause of the dilatoriness of the negotia- 
tions. The insurrectos. point out that 
they have been prepared for several days 
to present their arguments. Gen. Madero, 


however, was inclined to take into consid-'

Pinmentel of Oaxaca has asked 
for an indefinite leave of absence, and 
Felix Diaz will probable be the provi- 
sional Governor. A messenger from Cuer- 
navaca, who arrived this morning, came 
on foot. He was held up at various times 
by rebels, who are in absolute control of 
the country up to a point 50 kilometers 
from this city. He says the railroad is 
torn up at a dozen different places and 
bridges have been burned. The object is 
to cut off reinforcements for Cuernavaca. 
Phere is no fear of an attack on Cuerna- 
vaca immediately, as it has a garrison of 
500 men with machine guns, but the siege 
will work great hardship to the resi- 
dents, as the place is Mexico's most fre- 
quented resort. Many prominent persons 
are marooned and will suffer. 

The messenger reports that the 
thorities have ‘ ordered merchants to 
discontinue advances on the price ot 
foodstuffs. Several men with families in 
Cuernavaca left here in automobiles yes- 
terday. All the telegraph wires are still 
down, and the newspapers are ealling edi- 
torial attention to the danger of famine 
due to failure to plant crops throughout 
the country. 

Mexico City, with its half million in- 
habitants, is better off, on account of 
the fertile valley immediately surreund- 
ing it, which has not been molested dur- 
ing the revolution. Puebla, the great 
sugar-producing State, will not market 
a quarter of its usual crop. Cotton 
factories are all closed because no labor 


is to be had. Meetings of the Spanish 
clubs are called daily. 


DETAILS OF TRAIN MURDERS. 
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Passengers Robbed Even of Clothing 
—Rebels Fired Twenty Minutes. 
Special to The New York Times. 
MEXICO CITY, May 2.—The first mes- 
sages from Cuernavaca got through to- 
night. They do not add much to the first 
stories of the murders on the railway. 
Rebels kept firing into the coaches for 
twenty minutes. Mr. Olssen-Seffer was 
shot when he attempted to leave the car. 
The rebels evidently thought the Jefe 
Politico of Cuernavaca was a passenger 
on the Pullman. 
The American negro porter was shot 
five times. He is still alive, but mortally 

injured. A Mexican fireman was killed. 

All the passengers were robbed, even of 
their clothing. One American walked 
twenty-six kilometres to Cuernavaca in 
his underclothes. 

Troops have been sent out from Cuerna- 
vaca to protect the workmen in repairing 
the track. There is little hope of opening 
traffic to-morrow. 

A train from Puebla coming into the city 
this morring was deliberately wrecked, 
and the Pullman and second and first 
class cars were Gitched. An American 
woman was the only passenger in the 
Pullman. No cne is reported injured, but 
the track wes blocked effeciively on the 
Inter-Oceanic. : : 


JACK MOSBY BADLY .WOUNDED 


And Two Federal Soldiers Killed in 
Fight in Lower California. 


TREATE, Lower California, May 2,— 
“‘ Jack’’ Mosby lies badly wounded in the 
camp of the rebels here, two other mem- 
bers of his band are slightly wounded, 
and two Mexican Federal soldiers are 
dead as the results of an unexpected 


meeting of skirmishing parties ten miles 
southwest of Treate last night. 

Mosby was in advance of his men and 
was shot from ambush. He fell from his 
horse, but continued to direct his men. 

The two parties, comprising about fifty 
_men, came upon one another unexpected- 
ly and began firing at close range, The 
‘skirmish caused a change in the plans ot 
the rebels for an advance on Tijuana, 
| Lower California.

All the 
newspapers here, with the exception of 
'El Imparcial, publish Corral’s personal 
denial of his interview at Santander, 
but the Foreign Office has not as yet 
conveyed to our embassy either Cor- 
ral’s formal] disclaimer, if any such has 
been made, nor, as it was requested to 
do by Ambassador Wilson in his note 
‘yesterday, has it expressed dissent 
\from the views that the Vice President 
| was reported to have proclaimed upon 
‘his arrival in Spain. 

| Here, of course, every one believes 
that Corral did make the statement, 
j}and that he made it in such a public 
‘way that it will be difficult for him to 
limpeach the good faith of the El Diario 
and El Imparcial correspondents who 
met him. El Diario publishes Corral’s 
personal but not official denial, while 
El Imparcial remains absolutely silent 
/on the subject, and, though it is the 
| Government organ, it is geported as be- 
‘ing determined to stand by its unfort- 
|unate correspondent, whom in other 
| quarters it is proposed to sacrifice. The 
| Foreign Office says nothing, but after 
‘recent experiences it is too much to 
expect that the incident will be grace- 
fully closed, as it could be with a lit- 
tle good will and sincerity. 

It is clear to-night that the Diaz 
Government, not entirely of its own free 
will, has practically abandoned more 
than half the country, and that in many 








| other sections it is not able to hold its 
'own, much less enforce law and order. 

| Iam informed in this connection that 
|Gov. Lerdo of Sinaloa has left his post 
|and is endeavoring to reach the capital 
| by way of the United States. 

' In view of these growing chaotic con- 
' ditions, and especially since the Cuer- 
nmavaca tragedy nas brought them so 
near home to us in the capital, it Is 
natural and right that Americans here 
should be taking serious thought of 
their situation, and they are doing so. 

While credit is given to Gen. Diaz, 
‘and indeed to a large percentage of the 
| population of the city for their friendly 
attitude at a time when the official au- 
thority is collapsing in so many places 
land barbarous crimes or what appear 
‘to such upon the information at 
hand are being permitted, it is natural 
that the 4,000 American men here, upon 
whom in case of emergency may de- 
volve the duty of defending a large 
number ofi women and children, should 
be taking certain precautionary meas- 
ures. 

W hile, course, everything of a 
provocative type is being avoided, our 
colony is fairly well armed with pistols 
and ammunition. There are, however, 
very few rifles available. 

Unfortunately, members of the colony 
and transients, who are principally 
refugees from distant piantations and 
mines, are scattered all over the city 
and in the suburbs. However, with the 
genius of our race for organization, 
they are naturally falling into bodies 
of 100, such as the hundred niembers 
of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion and the University Club. 

Such a degree of organization has 
been reached that should the Diaz Gov- 
ernment collapse suddenly, as so many 
apprehend, and the revolutionists not 
come in immediately, there would stil] 
be lined up a body of men to defend 
the women and children for a few 
hours, perhaps even for a few days, 
against the ruffians of the Balsas dis- 
trict, who, when excited py pulque and 
inspired by their superiors, in educa- 
tion at least, are said to be dangerous. 
Of course, there are many persons 
here, or quite a number at least, who 
are anxious to divert attention from 
their own shortcomings by initiating a 
movement which, however frrational 
and barbarous, might temporarily be 
popular, 

While I personally do not entirely 
share these views, which are almost 
universally held by the veterans of the 
colony, if I should express an opin- 
ion at all after such a short stay here, 
it would be to the effect that these 
plans are not premature and that these 
views are not unduly alarmist. 

I confess I think that, should such a 
lawless interregnum as some foresee 
take place, some reliance for moderat- 
ing influences at least can be put upon 
the educated classes of the community, 
and perhaps even more upon the friend- 
ly feeling of the hard-working peons, 
who, in distinction to the loafers and 
rowdies, seem very much to prefer 
American employers to those of thelr 
own nationality. 

The news that some of Admiral 
Ward’s ships have sailed for Gulf ports 
is published in the morning papers in 
the largest type known to Mexican 
printers. No comment is made, but the 
large type and the silence are most elo- 
quent. It cannot be denied that this 
news has been received with enthu- 
siasm by the American colony. A great 
many of the most experienced Ameri- 
cans in Mexican affairs believe that if 
two of these ships should anchor off 
Vera Cruz and train their guns on the 
town, informing the Governor of that 
place in case a single American in Mex- 
ico City were hurt the port would be 
blown into a scrap heap, the position 
of the Americans here would be very 
strong. 

However, while many counsels are 
heard on other matters, there is perfect 
unanimity here in the belief that the 
State Department is better and more 
fully informed in regard to the situa- 
tion than we are and that President 
Taft’s decisid i as to the course to be 
pursued is f*r the best for all con- 
cerned. 

J. O. H. Newby, an American mining 
engineer, filed an affidavit at the em- 
bassy to-day in regard to the hardships 
and wrongs he says he has suffered at 
the hands of both the Federal and 
rebel forces. He describes how he was 
taken from his home at Chacala, in the 
State of Durango, three months ago 
@md drafted into the rebel forces. He 
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describes how, though absolutely igno- 


rant of surgery, he was compelled to 
probe for bullets inthe bodies of 
wounded rebels, and his wife, Mrs. 
Margaret Newby, was held as a host- 
age for the success of the operations. 
When he fell into the hands of the 
Federals, though he had his passport 
and other papers showing who he was 
from our Consul at Mazatlan, he was 
put in a dark cell and held incommuni- 
cado for five days, when, by the exer- 
tions of the Consul, he was liberated 
on parole. Mr. Newby leaves for St. 
Louis to-night by way of Laredo, and 
goes to Denver. He has filed with our 
embassy a claim for $25,000. His ac- 
count of what he saw while involun- 
tarily in the field is very vivid and 
graphic, but absolutely unprintable. 
It would seem that this section of un- 
happy Mexico has gone back to the 
days of the Huns and Vandals. 

I am indebted to criticisms which I 
made of the barbarous conduct of so- 
called insurgents in murdering Span- 
jards in Puebla and killing train pas- 
sengers at Cuernavaca, which were 
cabled back here, for the most inform- 
ing and enlightening hour that I have 
spent since my arrival in Mexico. 

Three members of the secret section 
of the revolutionary junta called upon 
me, and after showing their credentials 
asked me to tell their side of the story. 

The Cuernavaca train was fired into, 
they said, because Hardy, the engineer, 
foolishly tried to drive his engine 
through a warning fire. Hardy, as well 
as other engineers on all the lines, had 
been ordered to stop on a signal, and 
he was directly responsible for the 
shooting which followed. 

Their explanation of the murder of 
Spaniards at Atencingo follows. “A 
guerrilla band—auxillary forces rather 
than regular soldiers of the revolution 
—called at the Spanish ranch. The 
Spaniards were hospitable and gave 
them so much heady Valdespenas wine 
that several got drunk. The Spaniards 
then telephoned to the nearest Federal 
headquarters, and soldiers came to 
catch the revolutionists while they were 
sleeping. 

‘Fortunately our men got away be- 
fore they could be captured. They saw 
the Federals, and recognized that the 
Spaniards had proposed to deal treach- 
erously with them, They vowed threats 
of vengeance, and we regret to say, as 
the sequel proves, that the influence of 
our officers exerted against this was 
not successful. 

‘4 statement made at the Ministry 
of War this afternoon that two of our 
men have been captured and shot for 
this deed is, we believe, absolutely an 
effort of the imagination. To arrange 
the diplomatic incident, however, it is 
quite possible that, with this purpose 
in view, two friendless vagabonds have 
been shot. 

“The junta then asked me to inform 
Dr. Vasconcelos, who has gone to 
Washington to take Dr. Vasquez Go- 
mez’s place, that he left Mexico none 
too soon. An hour after Vasconcelos 
reached Laredo his house was searched, 
they say, by Chavez, Chief of the Polit- 
ical Police, and the whole city was 
ransacked for him, but in vain. 

“Now that he has got away, 
tinued the spokesman of the Junta, 
“end his services are to be utilized 
only in diplomatic fields, I can say 
that Vasconcelos was the prime mover 
and mainspring of the revolutionary 
movement now closing in around the 
capital. 

“Tt was he who visited the chieftains 
in the field, and {tt was he who brought 
about the military understanding and 
co-operation under which we are work- 
ing. He saw the insurgent chiefs at 
Puebla, to be precise, at Celutila, and 
there are now nearing the capital from 
that quarter 8,500 men, who are only 
opposed—and this opposition is merely 
a figure of speech—by Col. Blanquet 
with the few remaining soldiers of the 
Twenty-ninth Battalion, at San Juan 
del Rio, less than 100 miles north of 
the capital. 

“We yesterday blew up a bridge on 
and cut the lower section of the Cen- 
tral Railway, which, until now, has 
been operated successfully from the 
capital to Aguas Calientes. To-mor- 
row, I can assure you, it will be as 
hopelessly out of commission as are 
the section from Chihuahua to El Paso 
and that from Durango to Torreon. 

‘‘As a matter of fact, the only rail- 
way operating as formerly is the Mex- 
ico Railway to Vera Cruz That is 
working overtime, bringing up provis- 
ions and ammunitions, and, as we have 
the best of reasons for hnowing, both 
these will fall in our hands, we leave 
the line open. The Laredo route is 
hobbling along very irregularly, with 
great delays. 

“While large bodies of our troops 
are immobiie in Chihuahua, owing to 
the field armistice, we have moved up 
toward the capital 15,000 men, well or- 
ganized, and I can assure you they are 
as obedient to Madero’s order and as 
sympathetic to his plans and purposes 
as our men in Chihuahua, 

“We have got into position and our 
movement is well in hand. The Mo- 
ment we are satisfied that Don Por- 
firio has no patriotism, no desire for 
peace, we will crush him as a walnut 
in our hands.”’ 

Signs of the times are multiplying to- 
night. Three weeks ago I ransacked the 
town for a photograph of Madero, and 
with difficulty found one. To-day his 
dreamy face and eyes look at you from 
every window in the Avenida San Fran- 
cisco. As I passed along to the theatre 
I saw one man who was festooning his 
shop window with nothing but photo- 
graphs of Madero, arranged in various 
picturesque forms. One cannot help 
wondering if to-morrow Gen. Diaz will 
not have the strength to spank this 
tropical Vicar of Bray. Outside a the- 
atre are groups of thirty or forty stu- 
dents, talking and gesticulating vio- 
lently, and quite seditious talk it is. All 
who pass can hear. 

The students, of course, are not as 
yet reconciled to the tact with which 
Diaz received their petition for his 
resignation, and quietly consigned it to 
the waste basket without the honors 
of war. A gendarme stands by and he 
, listens to the seditious talk. Perhaps, 
|like ourselves, he cannot help himself. 
‘Suddenly the students jump at him and 
they shout: “Ah! Eavesdropping! 
Well, you had better report to-night,

QUARITCH IS BUYING NOW 





Carried Off for London Yesterday’s 
Prizes—Old Books Relating to the City 
of New York Highly Valued. 








At the close of yesterday’s sale of the 
| Robert Hoe library, the grand total had 
|reached $809,140. The day’s total was 
| $00,886, of which $89,185 was realized at 
the afternoon session and $21,701 last 
evening. 

There were no sensationally big prices 
during the day, but the average continued 
high, the attendance was good and the 
competition continued sharp. It might 
be called ‘*‘ London’s day,’ as Bernard 
Quaritch at each of the two sessions paid 
the highest price for a pook. 

For a copy of the first Aldina edition of 
Petrafch’s ‘‘ Le Cose Volgarii,’’ Venice, 
1501, he paid last evening $4,100, ‘It is 
on vellum, and is the first book printed 
by Aldus in italics. George D. Smith paid 
$650 for a first edition of the first part 
of William Painter’s ‘‘ Palace of Pleas- 
ure,’’ London, 1566, and $1,000 for an edi- 
tion of the same work in two quarto vol- 
umes, Volume 1 dated 13569 and Volume 
II. 1567, a sort of literary cart before the 
horse. 

John Parkinson's ‘* Paradisi in sole Pa- 
radisus Terrestris,’’ London, 1629, an un- 
usually large copy of the rare first edi- 
tion of this famous English Herbal, was 
bought on order for $850. One of the 
interesting contests of the evening was 
| for possession of a copy of the ‘“ Parlia- 
ment of Devils,’’ a small quarto, issued 
in 1509 by Wynkyn de Worde, “ prynter 
unto the moost excellent pryncesse my 
lady the Kynges Moder.” This copy and 
the one in the University Library, Cam- 
| bridge, seem to be all that are known. 
|The struggle for it was between Smith, 
| Dr. Rosenbach of Philadelphia, and 
| Quaritch, the first named obtaining it at 
last by a bid of $3,900. 

A cookbook, written in French and 
published at Amsterdam in 1655, “La 
Francois Pastissier,’’ the rarest and most 
valuable of all the Elzevirs, sold for 
$1,200, (Hill.) A first edition of George 
Peele’s ‘‘ Bottell of Alcazar,’’ London, 
1504, ridiculed by Shakespeare in ‘‘ Henry 
IV.,’’ brought $1,060, (Smith;) Peele’s 
‘‘Famous Chronicle of King Edwarde 
the first,’’ London, 1599, sold for $7235, 
(Smith,) and his ‘* Merrie Concerted 
Jests,’’ London, 1620, went for $66, 
' (Smith.) 
| L. C. Harper paid $725 for ‘“‘A Petite 
'Pallace of Pettie, his pleasure; Contayn- 
ing many prettie Hystories by him set 
foorth in Comely colours and most delight- 
fully discoursca,’’ London, 1576 or 1577. 
A copy of the rare original edition of John 
Norton’s *‘ The Redeemed Captive,’’ Bos- 
ton, 1748, went to Dodd & Livingston for 
$1,350. 

First New York Directory. 


The rarity, which aroused the most in- 
terest at the afternoon session, although 
it did not bring the highest price, was 
a copy of the first edition of the New 
York Directory, compiled by David 
Franks, and printed by Shepard Kollock, 
corner of Wall and Water Streets, in 1786. 
Only a few perfect copies are known, 
and they are mostly in public institutions. 
The E. D. Church library, recently bought 
by Henry E. Huntington, contained a 
copy. The Hoe copy was knocked down 
for $2,275, to George D. Smith, whose 
bookstore'is almost within a stone’s throw 
of the spot on which this directory was 
printed. The only other auction sale of 
it recorded was for the Morrell copy, 
which brought $100 in 1886. It has since 
then realized more than $1,000 at private 
sale in this city. 

Another New York item, which sold 
high, was a copy of the charter laws, 
ordinances, &c., of this city, published on 
Dec, 1, 1719, ‘‘in the Mayoralty of Ja- 
cobus Van Cortland,’’ and printed and 
sold by William Bradford, New York's 
first printer. On Page 5 of this copy is 
pasted what was evidently a revised 
ordinance. It states that the Mayor, “ to 
‘prevent fire,’’ has ordained ‘‘two suf- 
ficient persons, in every ward within the 
said city, to be Viewers of the Chimneys 
and Hearths.’’ This work is extremely 
rare. A copy, in the Martin sale in Lon- 
don in 1888, sold for $875. George D. 
Smith bid the Hoe copy up to $2,400. Dodd 
& Livingston obtained it for $2,500. 

Bernard Quaritch of London paid the 
top price of the afternoon, $4,300, for a 
rare first edition of ‘‘ La Mer de L’His- 
toire,’’ two volumes, folio, Paris, 1488, one 
of the most beautiful productions of the 
early French press. 

An interesting copy of ‘‘ Poems of John 
Milton, both English and Latin, composed 
at several times,’’ sold for $1,520, (Smith.) 
It is the first collected edition, London, 
1645, and the first to contain Milton's 
naine. Its chief interest, however, is in 
the fact that it presumably_ijs a presenta- 
tion copy from the great ‘poet. On one 
of the fly leaves is this inscription: ‘‘ Viro 
vere Egregio Poetae Eleganti, Florids 
Oratori, Acuto Philosopho. P. ab Heim- 
bach I. C. Amico s*uo I. Milton Auth.” 

In one of Milton’s letters, dated Nov. 8, 
1858, addressed ‘‘To the very accom- 
plished youth Peter Heimbach” Milton 
refers to his stav in Holland and to his 
blindness, ‘“‘ vainly surveying, as do 
with blind eyes, the actual globe of the 
earth.’’

RATE CASES APPEALED. 


Minnesota Will Carry Its Fight to the 
United States Supreme Court. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 2.—Judge Walter 
H. Sanborn, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals to-day granted the 
petition of attorneys from the State for an 
appeal in the ‘*‘ Minnesota rate cases ’”’ to 
the Supreme Court of-the United States.

Are we content to remain in- 
trenched in mysticism, to confer degrees, 
to make Masons and then forget them, 
excepting, perhaps, as their names are add- 
ed to our rolil—lIeaving them muzzled as 
to its secrets, but bewildered and lament- 
ably untaught of those deep, underlying 
truths inculcated in the days when quality 
and not quantity was the watchword of 
the craft? If our drift is away from and 
not toward its highest ideals and tradi- 
tions, slowly but surely the vitality which 
sustains it will slip away, and I say, with- 
out hesitation, our fraternity will cease 
to appeal to intelligent men. It will bBe- 
come nothing but a mummery, a jargon of 
signs and baubles, titles, and platitudeswe 
for we will be following the shadow ang 
not the substance.”

After one extraordinary outburst of {m- 
precations Sortino turned to Mr. McClel- 
lan and exclaimed ironically: 

“If we are acyuitted here we will go to 
America, where you will accuse us of the 
murdcr of Petrosino! "’ 

At the end of the morning session, 
when the prisoners were being led away, 
handcuffed and chained, one addressed 
the New Yorker in English and sald: 

‘We are innocent! ”’ 

Mr. McClellan occupied a seat reserved 
for him by President Bianchi fn the space 
set apart for the lawyers. He was reo- 
ognized when he entered the courtroom 
and despite a mild protest was photo- 
repeatedly by the newspaper 
artists. The prisoners also found a dil- 
version in Mr. McClellan's presence and 
stared at him unttl the proceedings 
opened. 

Later, in discussing his experience 
the trial, Mr. McClellan said: 

“What I heard at the trial to-day coon- 


at 


| firms the impression I had received in 


reading the newspapers. Two points 
struck me; first, the absence of red tape, 
which enables the President to\get at the 
bottom of everything auring the trial, 
and, second, the wonderful ability of Abe 
batemaggio and the accused Sortino, 
‘The whole criminal procedure differs 


from ours, as the presumption is not the 
same. With us the accused is assumed 
to be innecert until he is proven gullty. 
Here the reverse is the case. Bearing this 
fact in mind, your procedure seems to 
be admirably adapted to determine fairly 
the guilt or innocence of the accused. 

‘‘ Your court ig not confined to our rules 
of evidence and is able to cut many legal 
knots with speed which {is certainly ex- 
tremely admirable. The most dramatic 
feature to-day was the confronting of Ab- 
batemaggio with Sortino, the proceeding 
having no parallel in Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries. 

‘Abbatemaggio impressed me as ab- 
normally clever. He stood the regular 
cross-examination by President Bianchi 
and a half dozen lawyers without one 
slip or contradiction. The other prison- 
ers, like Abbatemaggio, are very intelll- 
gent in appearance, looking like a body 
of fairly prosperous business men. 

‘*T eonversed with the priest Vitozai 
and never saw more expressive facial play 
or gestures. Alfano, the alleged head of 
the Camorra, has as intelligent a face as 
I have ever seen. He sits in the front 
row of the prisoners’ cage, dominating 
his associates and handling them like a 
prompter in a theatrical performance. 

“The trial interested me profoundly. 
Its scope is more extended than the mere 
conviction of the murderers of Cuocolo. 
The Camorra itself is on trial, and every 
true friend of Italy must earnestly hope 
that the admirable body of Carabinieri 
will succeed in the end in thelr patriotic 
mission of purifying Naples.’’ 

(Mr. McClellan, who speaks Italian ex- 
ceedingly well for an American, and is the 
guthor of ‘‘ The Oligarchy of Venice,’’ first 
learned of the Cuocolo case and the attempet 
the Italian Government is making to de- 
stroy the Neapolitan Camorra, by reading 
the exclusive story published on the sub- 
ject which ‘appeared tn THE NEW YorRK 
‘TIMES of Sept. 11, 1010. 

He had that very week returned from 
Europe on New York, after a nine 
months’ sojourn abroad. lt wae then the 
intention of the Government to tegin pro- 
ceedings at Viterbo at once, and Mr. Mo- 
Clellan told a friend that he would have 
remained abroad had he known it. 

However, the trial was postponed because 
the cholera at Naples made it hazardous to 
take the large number of prisoners and 
witnesses north, and because it had become 
necessary to make some change in the 
judiciary.

Abbatemagglo, upon whose 
revelations the State has built its case 
against the Camorra, was calied this 
morning to the witness stand to confirm 
orally the written confession made for 
the carabinier] after he had been tricked 
into damaging admission by Maresciailo 
Capizzuti. 

The informer stood the supreme test 
of his courage well, repeating his story 
coolly, and at times eloquently, while 
his ears rang with the curses of the 
other prisoners in the great steel cage. 
Every statement that he made was de- 
nied in chorus, and when he concluded 
Enrico Alfano, alias ‘ Erricone,’’ the ale 
leged head of the Camorra, rose and 
shouted: 

“Abbatemaggio deserves thirty vears 
in prison! ’’ 

Or the prisoners the priest, Don Ciro 
Vitozzi, alone maintained his composure 
during Abbatemaggio’s recital. Through- 
out the exciting moments he read his 
breviary, giving the impression that the 
testimony did not concern him. 

The informer began with the statement 
that the Camorra existed in a well-or- 
ganized form both outside and inside the 
prisons of Italy. The first question put 
by the authorities to a man sentenced to 
imprisonment when he enters the prison 
was, hesaid, whether he was a Camorrista, 
and if so, whether he was a full-fledged 
Camorrista or a Picciotto or recruit. Each 
Camorrista has under him forty-eight 
Picciotti, who are on probation and who 
may become Camorristi proper only when 
they have proved their ability to comunit 
crimes without detection. The witness 
said that the rank of the prisoner in the 
society was asked in order that the Ca- 
morristi and the Picciotti might be grouped 
separately and communication between 
the older members and the aspiring can- 
didates be avoided. 

This explanation, seemingly of no great 
importance, was nevertheless sufficient to 
provoke cries of denial from the prison- 
ers, and from that time on Abbatemag- 
gio’s testimony was constantly interrupted 
by protests accompanied by ugty epithets 
and imprecations. 

Abbatemaggio’s story of the murder of 
Gennaro Cuocolo and his wife is already 
known. He claimed to have been one of 
those chosen to commit the actual crime, 
and to escape this assignment by “felgn- 
ing illness. Long after the murders he 
fell in with Capizzuti, to whom he con- 
fided his ambitton to be married, and the 
fact that poverty stood in his way. The 
detective thereupon told him that he 
would furnish the necessary funds if the 
other would tell him enough of the Cuo- 
colo murders to permit him to become & 
member of the Camorra through the use 
of his knowledge. Abbatemaggio was 
tempted and fell, and when it was too 
late to retract learned that his friend 
was an officer of the law. After some 
persuasion he decided to make the best 
of the situaf®n by becoming a witness 
for the State 

The informer, whose statements had 
been attacked by the defense on the 
ground that he was not wholly responsi- 
ble mentally, denied that he was subject 
to epileptic fits. When he was a soldier, 
he said, hé would have served his coun- 
try willingly, but he had been sent to 
ijdine where he suffered intensely from 
the cold, resulting in an attack of epl- 
lepsy, and he was sent home.

With reference to the evidence that he 
had received a stab in the hand, Sortino 
declared that he had cut his finges with 
scissors, not Cuocolo’s knife, and that 
the wound had been dressed at a phar- 
macy adjoining his: house, as a witness 
would attest. 

Abbatemaggio testified to the route fol- 
lowed by Sortino after the murder of 
Cuocolo’s wife, and Sortino shouted: 

“You insinuate that I had a cab to 
earry off the stolen goods.”’ 

Erricone jumped to his feet and cried 
out, excitedly: 

‘We found the cabman you tried to 
suborn into saying that he carried Sor- 
tino, but he refused.’’

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LORDS’ VETO BILL 
PASSED BY COMMONS 


Government Accepts One or Two 
Minor Amendments, but Re- 
fuses to Weaken Measure. 








DUE TO IRISH, SAYS BALFOUR 





Opposition Leader Declares That the 
Real Purpose of the Bill Is the 
Carrying of Home Rule. 





LONDON, May 32.—After the application 
of the clésure, Clause 2 of the Parila- 
ment (Veto) bill, which is the most im- 
portant clause of the Government meas- 
ure for the curtailment of the powers of 
the House of Lords, was carried in the 
House of Commons to-night by 299 to 
195 votes. 

Later, Clause 8 of the Dill, providing 
that ‘‘any certificate of the Speaker of 
the House of Commons given under this 
act snall be conclusive for all purposes, 
and shall not be questioned in any court 
of law,’’ was carried, after closure, by 
255 votes to 132. 

Again by the aid of the closure, 
remaining clauses, 4, 5, and 6, were 
adopted, without amendment, by large 
majorities.

[MAYOR VETOES AMENDMENT. 


Says Force of Building Inspectors Is 
Too Small for Its Enforcement. 


Mayor Gaynor has vetoed the Alder- 
men’s amendment to the Building Code, 
requiring that the Building Superinten- 
dents in the various boroughs make quar- 
terly inspectio of all buildings in the 
city used for manufacturing purposes, on 
the ground that the present force of In- 
spectors is not adequate to do the work.

means which would enable all borough 
Presidents to pay the increased staff. It 
would appear that in Manhattan alone it 
would require at least seventy-five more 
Inspectors to make a complete quarterly

SCHERMERHORN HOUSE T0 G0 


Twenty-third Street Mansion at Last 
Gives Way to the March of Trade, 


The old Schermerhorn mansion, which 
for years has been a landmark in the 
busy shopping centre of Twenty-third 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth Avenues, 
has been sold and in a few days will be 
torn down, and on its site wilk rise a 
twelve-story loft building.

FAMINE SITUATION BETTER. 


Death Rate Much Decreased, but Re- 
lief Supplies Are Getting Low. 


SHANGHAI, May 2.—A press corre- 
spondent who returned to-day from the 
famine-stricken districts of Northern 
China found conditions improved as a re- 
sult of the relief work, but still very bad. 
The daily death rate has decreased from 
several thousand in the middle of March 
to a few hundreds. 

Many farms are 4Geserted, only mud 
walls indicating that they were once ten- 
anted. Children who formerly were sold 
for 50 cents each are now exchanged for 
a few pounds of grain. Women are 8ell- 
ing themselves into slawery to provide 
succor for the more helpless members of 
their families.,¢ * 

The Princeton and Yale missionaries at 
Wwal-Yuan, in the north of Shen-Si Prov- 
ince, are doing splendid work in control- 
ling the distribution of foodstuffs. Ten 
carloads of provisions are distributed 
daily by junks and launches on the canals. 

The Chinese gentry are exhibiting a new 
spirit, having abandoned the old-time the- 
ory that famines are a necessary evil in 
order to reduce the surplus population. 
The Government and missionaries are Or= 
ganized for the relief of 2,000,000 persons 
who are in the greatest need. The con- 
tinuation of the famine, however, 1S ex- 
hausting the relief supplies, and 1,500,000 
more persons remain for whom relief 
must be provided.

| NEW SCHOOL PROVISIONS. 
Public Education Assoclation to Pro- 


pose Substitute for Gaynor’s Plan. 


A new section of the proposed charter, 
& substitute for the one in Mayor Gay- 
nor’s draft and in that of the legislative 
committee, is to be groposed by the Pub- 
lic Education Association. The associa- 
tion is waging a vigorous war against 
the proposed Gaynor charter, and most 
of the provisions {in the substitute sea- 


tion are diagonally opposed to the Mayor’s 
ideas, 


The Education Association's section 
provides for a reduction of the present 
Board of Education from forty-six to fif- 
teen members, who snall not be paid. 


But comparatively little change is made 
in the powers of the board, ail initiative 
in educational policies being centred, as 
at present, in the paid educational ‘ ex- 
perts,’’ the City Superintendents and the 
Associate Superintendents. But a new 
provision in the association's draft is that 
tne board shall have the power to exact 
a fee of $5 from students in all schools 
higher than the elementary. This fee 
will be required to pay for the use of 
books and other school supplies, but must 
be returned at the end of the session to 
those students who have attended regu- 
larly and have performed their school 
duties in an exemplary manner. 








The number ef local school boards re- 
mains the same, but the membership does 
not include a member of the Board of 
Iiducation, as at present. There are to 
be six members, three to be women, ap- 
pointed, as at present, by the Borough 
President. Minimum salaries of $720 are 
prescribed for teachers, which advance 
to $1,500 after fifteen years, and the 
Board of Estimate is required to appro- 
priate for the general school fund 3% 
mills on every dollar of assessed valua- 
tion, and for the special fund 1 mill.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


importers Fail to Prove Their Case in 
Old Type Tariff Case. 


In a decision adverse to the claims 
of Albert A. Moore, the Board of United 
States General Appraisers has made a 
ruling interpreting the tariff act of 1909 
in relation to the classification of old 
broken electrotypes, which was invoiced 
as ‘‘old type fit only for remanufac- 
ture."”” The Collector assessed duty on 
the old type at the rate of 45 per cent. 
ad valorem, under the provision in the 
present act for articles composed wholly 
Or in chief value of metal. 

The importer’s claim is that the mer- 


chandise is free of duty under Para- 
graph 702, as old types fit only for re- 
manufacture, or alternatively as une- 
numerated manufactured articles at 20 per 
cent, or as ** waste’’ at 10 per cent. Gen- 
eral Appraiser Fischer states in his de- 
cision for the board that while it may 
be true that these old articles are made 
of type metal, it is equally true that in 
their imported shape they are electro- 
plates and not type. He holds that this 
refuse material is, in fact, old, worn,

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CHAMBERLAIN HYDE’S RESIGNA- 
TION. 

City Chamberlain Hyrps, indicted on 
Monday for his connection with certain 
transactions of the Carnegie Trust 
Company and the Northern Bank, has 
tendered his resignation to Mayor Gay- 
NOR. 

The resignation cannot be 
promptly accepted. An indictment is 
not a conviction, it is founded upon the 
presentation of one side of a case only, 
and the presumed innocence of the ac- 
cused, pending trial, might justify, in a 
case like this, a refusal to exercise the 
power of direct removal. But Cham- 
berlain Hypp has long been under con- 
viction at the bar of public opinion of 
neglect of duty, of bad judgment in the 
handling of the city’s funds, and of a 
disquieting evasiveness under charges 
not related to his official conduct, 
which he should have been only 
too eager to be cleared of. The ad- 
vantage of his sense of propriety, 
belated and surprising, but, even so, 
superior to that of the Mayor in Bo long 
retaining him in office, should not be 
lost. No mistaken generosity, no tech- 
nical consideration of the merits of the 
{immediate case which prompts the res- 
fgnation, should be permitted by the 
Mayor to obscure his perception of duty. 
Otherwise a large part of the public 
would suspect that the resignation was 
not genuine, but was merely part of a 
collusive plan to obtain the support of 
a certificate of character. 

The Mayor is fond of quoting the 
maxims of Marcus AURELIUS. Let him 
show that he has not acquired with the 
wisdom of that amiable monarch his 
blindness to the shortcomings of those 
near him.

CLEARING HOUSE PROGRESS. 

There is a compliment to the trust 
eompanies in the comparison of the 
pending with the original proposal for 
their admittance to the Clearing Houses, 
and the contrast suffices to shift the 
burden of meeting public opinion from 
the banks to the trust companies. 
When the banks proposed to admit the 
trust companies to mere associate mem- 
bership, and even refused to concede @ 
share in the drafting of the rules by 
which admission to this position of In- 
feriority was to be regulated, it was 
geen that the banks rather exceeded 
their qualifications to speak in the pub- 
lic interest. The present proposal is 
reached as the result of negotiations 
between equals, and its principle is one 
of equalizing conditions which are un- 
equal by law. There are qualifications 
in detail, but the general proposition is 
that National and State banks and 
trust companies in Manhattan shall 
each have 25 per cent. reserve. The 
National banks by Federal law must 
have 25 per cent. in cash. The State 
banks by State law may have 15 per 
cent. in cash, and 10 per cent. in re- 
deposited reserves. The Clearing House 
plan is that the trust companies shall 
have the same reserves, although the 
requirement of the State law is merely 
for 15 per cent. cash. 

The strength of the banks’ position is 
that they stand for equality on the 
highest legal standard. It is idle to 
deny that there is a feeling in the com- 
munity that under American banking 
conditions such requirements are nel- 
ther unnecessary nor excessive. It is 
true that in other banking centres, 
where banking is more of a science, and 
opinion is more settled and more gener- 
ally held, smaller reserves are regarded 
as adequate. We may advance to that 
position in time, but we must deal now 
with conditions growing out of regret- 
table incidents divided about equally 
between the opposing camps. There 
has been such laxity in the adminis- 
tration of financial institutions that

It is in details that difficulty is met. 
The trust companies are doing very 
well in these quiet times under a law 
addressed directly to them. The banks 
succeeded in raising the trust compa- 
nies’ reserves by law to the present 
standard, and it may be assumed that 
they would have difficulty in enacting 


| the requirements of their present pro- 


posal. Probably if that were attempt- 
ed the trust companies would seek re- 
Hef from some of the safeguards other 
than reserves which protect the trust 
company business, and do not protect 
the banks’ business. If the depositors 


at. trust pemerenics have fared better 





than the depositors of the banks of 
either class hitherto, it is because 
of the severity of the regulations 
regarding the investment of the capl- 
tal of the trust companies, and the 
difference in their business, largely 
non-credit. It is desirable that this re- 
quirement should not be sacrificed In 
the eagerness to strengthen reserves, 
which after all are useful rather for 
liquidity than for solvency. The assets 
rival the reserves in importance, and it 
would not be progress to advance with 
one foot and retreat with the other. 

In any case advance through conten- 
tious legislation is slow and doubtful 
enough to make it preferable that the 
matter should be settled by agreement. 
It is probable enough that a large ma- 
jority of the banks indorse the proposal 
upon which opinion is invited by their 
representative organization. Probably 
an equally large proportion of the trust 
companies favor entering the Clearing 
House upon acceptable terms, but it 
may be doubted that these terms come 
under that characterization. An extra- 
legal requirement of an addition of two- 
thirds to their reserves, to be redeposited 
with their competitors, who would thus 
be strengthened for business which the 
trust companies would to that extent 
deprive themselves of, may be magna- 
nimity and good banking, but is not 
practical business from their stand- 
point. 

Nevertheless the Clearing House pro- 
posal is sufficient evidence of good 
faith in the interest of the community 
to put the trust companies on their 
good behavior and open-mindedness. 
The trust companies cannot wish to go 
through another panic without the aid 
of the Clearing House, and they can 
hardly expect absolutely to dictate 
their own terms. The Clearing House 
membership is something not to be 
had by mere compliance with statutes. 
It requires compliance with the most 
conservative opinion, and in considera- 
tion it confers a degree of public es- 
teem hardly to be had otherwise. In 
this there is nothing derogatory to the 
solidity or character of the trust com- 
panies. They are worthy associates of 
the banks, and hardly need mothering 
in the manner which the Clearing 
House has abandoned. If the Clearing 
House requirements shall seem to the 
trust companies to be exacting beyond 
their acceptance, it becomes them to 
make their position very clear if it is to 
be maintained except by sacrifice of 
such a portion of esteem as we should 
be sorry to see them lose. Especially 
it is to be hoped that they will not re- 
ject this proposal without offering a 
substitute, as well as justifying their 
rejection. Perhaps then it will be 
timely to put similar pressure upon the 
banks. Those in a position of detach- 
ment, and preferring the interests of 
the community to the interests of either 
class of competitors, must earnestly 
urge both to consider the matter from 
an elevated standpoint, and mutually 
to make such concessions as can con- 
sistently be made to unify the financial 
interests of the metropolis. 
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AN UNFORTUNATE ERROR. 

It is a@ great pity that the Tariff 
Board should have made a mistake of 
33 per cent. In the labor cost of goods 
produced in Canada. This is precisely 
the kind of work they are supposed to 
do with accuracy. It is the basis of the 
whole plan for future tariff legislation, 
which is to regulate duties solely by 
difference in cost of production abroad. 

Nor does it seem a good answer to 
say that they made their investigations 
and calculations in a hurry. They 
should have asked for sufficient time 
to avoid any reasonable risk of error. 
Of course such a mistake does not de- 
stroy all confidence in them, but it 
impairs it, and it will take a long time 
to overcome it. 











THE OUTLOOK FOR PEACE. 

The Third National Peace Congress 
that meets to-day in Baltimore will look 
out upon a world horizon on which 
there are many clouds greater than a 
man’s hand, within which the fires of 
war fitfully play. A great part of the 
army of the United States is concen- 
trated on our Southern border, across 
which the Republic of Mexico is wrest- 
ling with the forces of disintegration 
and the movements of those forces may 
at any moment raise, although they 
have not yet raised, the world-question 
of the scope and practical application 
of the Monroe Doctrine. In the north- 
western corner of Africa France is con- 
fronted with a situation not wholly dis- 
similar, in which her policy may bring 
her in contention with her ancient rival 
and recent conqueror, Germany. In the 
hills of Albania and on the slopes of 
the Montenegrin mountains, Turkey is 
engaged in trying to suppress a rebel- 
lion that makes every Chancellery in 
Europe shiver at the possibility that 
Germany, Austria, Russia, and in fact 
the whole of Europe may be involved. 
At the other end of her domain Turkey 
is at grips with a Mohammedan revolt 
which makes every nation with Mo- 
hammedan subjects apprehensive. In 
the far Orient some of the chief prov- 
inces of China are in bloody confusion, 
and foreign troops are being landed in 
Canton. And beyond all other matters 
of grave significance is the spectacle 
of Germany and Great Britain engaged 
in open, and often in angry, competition 
in preparation for naval war. 

On the other hand, the Congress will 
hear from President Tart whatever he 
may find it wise to say of the fruit of 
his pregnant utterances as to the possi- 
bility of settling all differences between 
nations by the system of fair adjudica- 





tion that obtains with remard to quar- 


rels between individuals. The remark- 
ably cordial reception of these utter- 
ances by the Government of Great 
Britain and by the leaders of both 
parties, with the earnest sympathy of 
all classes, is a substantial cause for 
hope and confidence. The reported ac- 
tion of the French Government in sug- 
gesting an agreement on the same basis 
strengthens faith in the influence of 
the precedent established with the 
United Kingdom. It is greatly to be 
hoped, and it is to be expected, that the 
President, with that wisdom and clear- 
ness and vigor that he has shown in 
treating of these subjects, will be able 
to define solid reasons for encourage- 
ment, 

Of encouragement, however, we are 
bound to say, there is at present more 
risk of too much than too little. The 
cause of universal peace, in which we 
are all enlisted, is one of world-wide 
importance, the beneficence of which 
cannot be exaggerated. But its tri- 
umph can be imperiled by too great 
confidence in the results of any single 
plan or measure. For example, when 
Sir EDWARD GREy, the British Foreign 
Secretary, the other day proclaimed the 
wish of his Government for a general 
arbitration treaty with the United 
States, his mind so kindled with 
thusiasm that he proceeded to picture 
Such a@ treaty as the prelude to an alli- 
ance by which each party should under- 
take to come to the aid of the other if 
attacked by a third power that refused 
arbitration. Mr. BAaLFrour, who nobly 
sustained the Government in its atti- 
tude toward arbitration with us, took 
prompt occasion to point out the ex- 
travagance of this view. Sir Epwarp 
GREY sought later to modify his expres- 
sions, but without great success.

The 
suggestion of any other force will only 
interfere ‘vith and defer success. The 
notion of a self-appointed group of 
police nations bent on dictating peace 
to the rest of the world fs vicious as 
well as visionary. It tends to breed 
suspicion, animosity, and, if carried far. 
desperate resentment. It 
with which the advocates of general 
peace cannot afford to dabble. 








SPEEDY VERDICTS IN BUSINESS 
DISPUTES. 
Chambers 


As the of Commerce of 
scores of other American cities may de- 
cide to adopt in substance the report of 
the Special Committee on Commercial 
Arbitration of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce, its plan for the speedy 
settlement of business disputes that 
may hereafter be submitted to it is of 
importance to the business men of the 
Nation as well as of this city. 

Notwithstanding the vigorous agita- 
tion of reforms to remedy delays in 
legal procedure, the plan is put forth to 
meet the insistent needs of merchants. 
It is felt that the publishing by the 
Chamber of Commerce of its offer to 
prevent the bringing into court of a 
great mass of litigation between busi- 
ness men, which their public-spirited 
representatives can settle quickly out 
of court, will result in speeding the ma- 
jor actions, also, that must atill be sub- 
mitted for judicial settlement. The 
Chamber now keeps a list of not less 
than fifty qualified members, willing to 
act as official arbitrators, after the 
signing, by disputants, of an agree- 
ment, designating, at their option: 


One of the persons named in the 
“List of Official Arbitrators’’ who 
shall act as sole arbitrator; or 

Any two persons to act as arbitra- 
tors, who in turn shall designate, from 
the ‘‘ List of Official Arbitrators,’’ an 
authoritative person to be associated 
with them as arbitrators; or 

The Committee on Arbitration of the 
Chamber of Commerce, or a quorum 
thereof. 


The agreement must stipulate that 
the contestants will abide by the decis- 
ion of the arbitrator, or arbitrators, se- 
lected in any of these three ways, waiv- 
ing the right to withdraw after they 
have accepted the arbitrators, and stip- 
ulating, further, that their decision 
shall be referable to a Court of Record. 
The Code of Civil Procedure also pro- 
vides that the arbitrators have the 
right to subpoena witnesses, compel 
production of papers and books, and 
administer oaths. The committee re- 
serves its right to decline to entertain a 
matter submitted for arbitration, and it 
keeps, subject to its own revision, a 
schedule of moderate fees, chargeable 
in each case as decided by the arbitra- 
tors. Cases will not be compromised; 
they are to be decided according to 
principle. the decisions to serve as 
precedents for the guidance of mer- 
chants. | 





Business arbitration is not a new de- 
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vice for the relief of disputants from 
the heavy costs and delays incident to 
appeals to the courts. In anclent Ath- 
ens the merchants boarded the ships in 
order quickly to decide maritime dis- 
putes. Emperor JuSTINIAN commenced 
a& system of business arbitration which 
has spread successfully among the tri- 
bunals of France, Germany, Russia, 
Austria, jaand, in fact, throughout the 
Continent. The principle is as old as the 
English Doomsday Book, which was 
originally the book of the Daysman, or 
business arbitrator. The method now 
adopted is, in its elements, that pursued 
by the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce during the century from 1768 to 
1861. This was succeeded in 1874 by a 
legally created ‘‘ Court of Arbitration ”’ 
which flourished, under Judge Exnocu 
L. FANCHER, until 1895; then, since it 
was maintained for the benefit of a 
‘special class,’ the Legislature denied 
it financial support. 

Judge FANCHER’S court attempted to 
settle graver as well as minor disputes, 
and these too much according to the 
decisions of the State courts. The 
present plan is to entertain minor con- 
troversies, such as those springing out 
of the interpretation of contracts, 
whether goods come up to sample, the 
amount of damage sustained in 
breaches of contract, and matters that 
business men can and do _ decide 
promptly. 

Even if power were lacking under 
this plan—and it is not lacking—to en- 
force the awards of the arbitrators, the 
voluntary submission in good faith to 
the Chamber of their case by both dis- 
their agreement not to 
withdraw before the award is made, 
and that both will abide by the award, 
would bind them sufficiently. No mer- 
chant would willingly blemish his name 
by repudiating his written agreement

In these days, when 

the first thought of so 
many of our cities, as 
well as of not a few of 
our people, is to ask 
somebody to give them anything they 
want, it is distinctly pleasant to hear 
that the Mavor of Bangor, while grate- 
iful for the offers of help that have come 
‘to him so ygromptly, announces in behalf 
iof his fellow-townsmen that they prefer 
ito on their own resources. As he 
‘puts it, ‘I beileve we can take care of 
our unfortunate citizens without outside 
assistance, and no aid will be accepted 
until it is found to be absolutely neces- 
sary.”’ 

The towns that have made the offers 
may find In this announcement a certain 
ungraciousness, but they should remem- 
ber, and probably will, that in the cir- 
cumstances the Mayor could not be ex- 
pected to search long for suave phrases 
in which to veil his refusal. The re- 
fusal, too, is conditional—Bangor will ac- 
cept gifts if its own means of relief prove 
to be inadequate for taking care of its 
homeless people. That is exactly what 
a city should do when a disaster has come 
upon it, though fully realizing, of course, 
that, if ‘‘absolutely necessary,’ assist- 
ance can be accepted without the slight- 
est loss of dignity. 

Indeed, the necessity need not be quite 
absolute to render acceptance of aid per- 
missible, for it is practically disadvan- 
|tageous for the country at large that any 
|of its citles should fall too deeply into 
itrouble or be too long in recovering from 
a calamity. It is, therefore, something 
like a right as well as a privilege for all 
of them to hasten the return to pros- 
perity of one, and the self-respect of the 
one need not suffer when it only takes 
what it would have been glad to give had 
the relation between itself and any of 
its benefactors been reversed. 

Still, it is admirable to prefer self-help 
to outside assistance, no matter how 
freely the latter may be offered. Munic- 
ipalities as well as individuals can be 
pauperized, and some of them have come 
to think much less than the “ absolutely 
necessary’ a sufficient excuse not only 
for taking alms but for asking them. 
There is a golden mean in this thing, as 
in most others. Perhaps the Mayor of 
bangor did not quite hit it, but at any 
rate the miss was on the safe, not the 
dangerous, side.

Presumably Mr. Hoe bought without a 
thought of selling again at a profit. He 
bought the books he wanted, and it is 
only incidentally that the books he wanted 
increased in value as the years went on, 
and were therefore a wise investment as 
well as a delight to their owner. Had 
the same amount of money been devoted 
by him to the building of a house that 
exemplified his ideas as thoroughly as 
this library did his judgment, the chances 
are that the highest bid now made for it 
would be less than half the cost, and had 
a like expenditure been made in laying 
out a country place, probably the auction- 
eer’s hammer would record a loss of 
seven-eighths, if not more. 

Whether or not the prices paid for Mr. 
Hor’'s books are “‘absurd” is a question 
to be answered some or many years from 
now. The only reason for calling them 
so seems to be that they are much higher 
than the prices commanded by the same 
books at previous sales. That argument 
would have convicted Mr. Hog himself 
of extravagance and folly, since he fre- 
quently paid huge advances over prices 
realized before, and yet, as events have 
turned out, some of the greatest of them 
were his best bargains. The present 
buyers may have the same good fortune, 
and then the accusation of absurdity will 
no longer be made against them.

The good bakers forget it was not the 
business of the Commissioner to advance 
their interests, but to protect the public 
health. Very properly he gave most of 
his attention: to the bakeries that are a 
menace to the general welfare, and trust- 
ed the others to take care of themselves 
and to exploit their own merits, as they 
are well able to do and as they have the 
best of rights to do.

WIVES IN TWO STATES. 


In One State They Lack the Suffrage, 
in t’Other They Have It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In view of the fact that an ex-Governor of 
Idaho is here telling the women of New York 
that they need the ballot, a comparison of the 
laws affecting women in these two States is 
of special interest at this time. 

In New York a married woman controls her 
own earnings; in Idaho a husband controls 
éverything the wife earns. In New York a 
married woman can hold her property entirely 
free from the control of her husband; In Idaho 
@ married woman can only secure control of 
her own property by going into court and 
showing that her husband is mismanaging it. 

In New York the husband and wife are equal 
guardians of the children; in Idaho the hus- 
band is the legal guardian of the children. 

There fs only one ground for procuring abso- 
lute divorce In New York State; in Idaho there 
are seven different grounds upon which abso- 
lute divorce may be procured. 

In New York State the hours a woman may 
be legally employed are limited to sixty a 
week; there is no restriction as to the number 
of hours a woman may work tn Idaho. 

The women have been voting tn Idaho since 
1896, but they do not seem to have done as 
well for themselves with the ballot as the men 
of New York have done for the women of this 
State. 

Mormonism has been spreading rapidly in 
Idaho 4uring recent years. The Mormon 
Church now holds the balance of political 
power in that State. It Is not apparent that 
the women voters of Idaho have exerted the 
slightest influence against this menace, and 
yet we @re repeatedly told that social reforms 
will be brought about through the medium of 
woman suffrage. 

In view of these facts, it would seem as if 
there were but little evidence upon which to 
base the claim that the ballot has helped the 
women of Idaho.

AMUNDSEN’S POLAR TRIP. 


Will Make Dash South with Nine Men, 
116 Dogs, Via Beadmore Glacier. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 2.—The recent 
meeting on antarctic shores of Roald 
Amundsen, the Norwegian explorer, and 
Capt. Scott, head of the British expedi- 
tion, was no surprise to either, according 
to a message received from Amundsen 
yesterday by Henry Lund, Norwegian 
Consul Genera! at this city. The message 
stated that Amundsen had notified his 
rival, from the Madeira of his plans. 

The meeting of the two at Whale Bay, 
in Ross Sea, was very short. Capt. Scott 
paid a visit to Amundsen on the latter's 
vessel, the Fram, and the following day 
the call was returned aboard the Terra 
Nova. Capt. Scott learned that eight 
men of the Fram’s crew were at the time 
establishing Winter quarters about two 
miles inland. 

Amundsen's plans for reaching the 
south pole are revealed in mail advices 
received here. He informed the British 
officers that he hoped to reach the pole 
via Beadmore Glacier. He had 116 dogs 
and enough sleighs and skis to work his 
dogs in two shifts. 

Amundsen expected to have all his sup- 
plies landed and his Winter quarters 
ready for ocupancy a few days after the 
Terra Nova left for New Zealand.. As 
soon as he was settled in his shore camp 
he intended to dispatch the Fram to 
Buenos Aires, while he remained, with 
nine men, to make his dash for furthest 
south. The vessel will return in Decem- 
ber or January to bring the expedition 
wees are now three expeditions in the 
antarctic waters, (the Japanese having 


returned,) Amundsen's, Scott's, and the 
Australian, under Capt. Douglas Mowson. 


CONCESSION TO OPERATORS. 


Western Union Begins Policy of Sup- 
plying Typewriting Machines. 


The most far-reaching step yet taken 
by the management of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, so far as its em- 
ployes are concerned, became publicly 
known yesterday, when 4 notice was post- 
ed in the general operating rooms at 195 
Broadway stating that hereafter the com- 
pany would supply typewriting machines 
to such of its operators as may apply for 
them. Heretofore the telegraphers have 
been obliged to buy or rent and maintain 
their own machines. 

About fifty machines were distributed 
to applicants yesterday, and it is said that 
scores more will be delivered within the 
next few days. The operators express 
the belief that this is the beginning of a 
movement to furnish typewriters to teleg- 
raphers all over the country. This con- 
cession, they say, is of considerably more 
benefit to the operators than the recent 
order which granted them the right to 
borrow money from the company with 
which to settle their back debts and 
“square’’ themselves with the loan 
sharks. 

There are 1,000 telegraphers in this 
city who will be affected by this new 


feature of the company’s policy. The 
number of offices in the United States 
where fifty or more operators comprise 
the working force runs very high. Hence 
the matter of installing machines in all 
of the large offices require time and 
means a tremendous expenditure. 


INCREASED IMPORT OF GEMS. 


Amount In April Exceeded That In 
Same Month Last Year by $600,000. 


Diamonds and other precious stones, in- 
cluding pearls, are being bought more 
freely in this country than formerly, ac- 
cording to an official statement made 
yesterday by Francis W. Bird, Appraiser 
of the Port. Mr. Bird's report for April 
shows that the imports of precious stones 
and pearls exceeded those of the same 
month one year ago by more than §$600,- 
000. Last month's official appraisement 
figures are stated to be $3,413,378, com- 

pared with $2,811,132 in April, 1910, and 
$2,418,242 in the corresponding month of 
1909. ‘ 

The total appraised value of general 
merchandise in the office last month was 
$72,478,645, which indicates a falling off 
in imports of $9,000,000, compared with 
the same month of last year. Appraise- 
ment orders and invoices were received by 
Mr. Bird to the aggregate of 35,287 last 
month, while the packages received and 
examined are set down at 66,985, an in- 
crease over April, 1910. 

Seventy-five automobiles of the total 
appraised value of $177,230.80 were im- 
ported in April, 1911, in comparison with 
one hundred and thirty-eight cars, valued 
at $277.250.77, in April, 1910, and one 
hundred and seventy- two cars, valued at 
$315,662.57, in April, it 09. 


Strong-Arm Men Now Criminals. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I beg to offer the somewhat paradoxical sug- 
gestion that the crime wave sweeping our good 
city may be a direct result of the reform wave. 
Allow me to explain this. We have heard that 
Commissioner Flynn—somewhat against his 
wish, but obeying orders-—-has raided eighty 
two gambling houses in the last few months. 
Now each of these gambling houses had necés- 
sarily in its employ a staff of attendants who 
had to preserve order among the visitors, and 
from the nature of their job it may be con- 
cluded that these attendants excelled more by 
strength of muscle than by a high standard 
of morals. Owen Kildare, in his book ‘‘ My 
Mamie Rose,’’ has pictured these conditions 
very vividly. When thrown out of employ- 
ment they do not make an honest living in any 
other line, because they have not learned one. 
Therefore they first turn to begging, and, if 
they do not earn enough, when they are hun- 
gry and desperate they become hold-up men 
and burglars.

OPENS SUMMER CAMPAIGN 





W. J. Schieffelin Explains That Com- 
mittee Doesn’t Aim to Proselytize— 
Editor McDonald of Toronto Talkes, 





Five thousand persons attended the 
opening rally of the Evangelistic Com- 
mittee’s seventh annual tent, open air, 
and shop campaign at Carnegie Hall last 
night. Massed on raised seats in the 
rear of the stage a choir of 200 voices 
made the big auditorium resound with 
hymns. 

The feature of the exercises was thea 
presence of Fanny Crosby, the venerable 
evangelist and hymn writer, who is now 
in her ninety-second year. Although she 
has been blind ever since she was 6 
weeks old, Fanny Crosby, (Mrs. Frances 
Jane Van Alstyne) has been writing 
hymns which have been sung all over the 
Protestant world. Almost all the hymns 
sung at last night’s meeting were written 
by her. 

The audience had joined the chotr ifn 
singing for about half an hour before the 
addresses began. When Fanny Crosby 
was assisted up the steps on the stage 
the choir and audience burst into ‘“‘ We’re 
Traveling On,’’ which she had written 
many years ago. 

The audience thought she was frail and 
feeble when she was first helped upon 
the stage. But they realized their mis- 
trnke as soon as it came her turn to speak. 
Standing firmly, with only a chair back 
for support, she told the evangelical sym-_ 
pathizers in a firm well-pitched voice. 
that she expected to live until she was 
108, : 

‘‘ When I was taken from the carriage 
into the hotel to-day,” she said, amid ap-. 
plause and laughter, ‘‘I heard some one: 
say: ‘Get her a rolling chair.” But I 
spoke right up and ssid: ‘I don’t need 


any rolling chair. I can walk on my own 
feet. My strength is in the Lord.’ ’’ 

‘‘Oh, men of the Empire City.”’ she said 
in a loud. firm voice, *‘ you are dear to my' 
heart. This scene takes me back to my 
twenty-five years of mission work. én 
I came in and when you greeted me so 
warmly, I wanted to weep tears of 107. 
This is the first time I have been in 8 
mission, But it is not the first time 12: 
have prayed for it. Until every soul 
been gathered into Mercy, I shall continue 
to pray for it.’’ 

William Jay Schieffelin presided, 
Bishop Courtney opened the exe 
with prayer. The audience recited the. 
Lord’s Prayer in unison and then heard. 
a description of the aim of the Evangel~ 
ical Committee by Mr. Schieffelin. 

“Our aim is not to proselytize,” Mr. 
Schieffelin said. ‘“‘ But this community’ 
has a great need of true and deep religion 
at the present time. The Jews of the city, 
are not like the Jews of old. The Roman 
Catholics of the city are not like the 
Roman Catholics of old.”’ 

J. A. MeDonald, editor of The Toronto 
Globe and Governor of Toronto Uni- 
versity, followed Mr. Schieffelin. 

“The trouble with both our nations,’’ 
said Mr. McDonald, ‘‘is their lack of ap- 
preciation of the moral quality in life. 
Without a deep and eternally working 
Sense of morality, democracy becomes 
merely the rule of the mob. If we don't 
succeed in putting the teachings of the 
Bible into daily practice in the lives of 
the people, democracy is doome 

“We celebrated the thrée-hundredth 
anniversary of the St. James Bible re- 
cently. But we would celebrate it much 
more sincerely and honestly if we took 
it as our daily manual in business, poli- 
tics, the lodge and the club, and in all 
the relations of our daily life. The work 
of your Evangelical Committee in the 
streets and shops is sowing a seed which 
-will fructify in the upbuilding of the 
Nation. Your names are not printed 
in the reports of the doings of the great 
political parties. But you are impor- 
tant in the moral evolution of the Nation 
just the same. I have recently been an 
advocate of reciprocitv in trade between 
Canada and this country. But IT want to 
point out very emphatically that reciproc- 
ity in trade is merely a part of that larger 
recoprocity which is the law of the uni- 


versal life.’’

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GOV. DIX ON HIGHWAYS COST. 


Scores the Commission and Points Out 
Source of its Power. 


GLENS FALLS, N. Y., May 2.—Gov. 
John A. Dix spoke to-night before the 
ylens Falls Club on the Empire State. He 
sald: 

“ A single city of this State has wrested 
from Threadneedle Street the prestige 
and glory of being the werld centre of fi- 
rance and banking. We have the greatest 
variety of manufactured products, and we 
do more than half of the financial busi- 
ness and foreign trade of the United 
States. 

“This Nation must of necessity have 
balance of trade in its favor of 8$290,- 
000,000 to keep pace with Governmental 
expenditure. During the two years last 
past it has been demonstrated that as a 
Nution we are spending more than we 
have earned. We must, therefore, pay a 


large amount of interest to other Nations 
upon monev we have borrowed.”’ 

Speaking of good roads, the Governor 
sai 

‘Many of the roads that have been 
constrlucted are in a pennorssiner 2 condi- 
tion. In the year 1910 the sum of $2,065,- 
999.586 was expended for resurfacin re- 
pairing, and maintaining the roa $ al- 
readv built.’’ 

Referring to the repairs made on a 
road in Erie County, Gov. Dix sharply 
criticised the Highway Commission for 
not first learning the traffic conditions 
and for making supplementary agree- 
ments which greatly increased the cost. 
He said: 

‘Tt appears from the foreqcras that 
under the management of to Highway 
Commission, with the aid of } ‘ng¢ineers 
and Inspectors, it became r essary to 
repair the same highway twice in a sin- 
gle year at a total cost to the taxpayers 
of practically $10,500 per mile, lit further 
appears by these several supplemental 
and special agreements that the final cost 
of the repair of this highway, which was 
less than three and a half miles in length, 
was inereased from $16.787.48 to $62,447.71. 
In other words. by this plan of pr ocedure 
the cost per mile for the repair of this 
hithwayv was increased more than three- 
fold over the price originally agreed to 
be paid by the contractors. 

‘Ty charge that a commission which will 
yield to the clamor of contractors, brick- 
makers, and others, and change its plan 
of construction of a highway so as to 
increase its cost fourfold, violates its plain 
dutv to the State. 

“When we consider 
eranted to contractors, material men, and 

others,” said the Governor, “It is easy 
to understand the source of the support 
which this commission receives when Its 
acts are called into question.” 

In explaining nis plan for conservation 
ef the States water power. the Governor 
said: 

“The power energy created by coal used 
for commerce and transportation, if gen- 
erated by hydraulic development, would 
save the State the difference between 
$85,000,000 and $25,000,000, or $60,000,000 
per annum.” 

The Governor and a number of State of-’ 
ficials, nearly a hundred State legislators, 
and others came from Albany in a special 
train to be guests at the dinner. Presideng

. Humor tackled art at the annual dinner 
of the Society of Illustrators to its Presi- 
dent, Charles Dana Gibson, in the ‘* Pipe 
Room” of Keen’s Chop House, in West 
Thirty-sixth Street, last night, and tri- 
umphed. The dinner did not adjourn un- 
til almost all of the eighty members and 
all of the forty guests got up in turn and 
told all of the best stories they had heard 
somebody else tell at the last dinners 
they attended. 

—“ This is the first chance we have had 
at those beastly editors in many a year,” 
said Charlies Dana Gibson, “and we're 
not going to let them get out of this room 
until they have heard all that we think 
about them. There was a time when they 
dubbed us end grubbed us, and few of 
them were kind enough to lend us a dollar 
when we were ‘ broke.’ 

“But to-night they are eating right out 
of our hands. We are now paying for the 
very food they eat. Our next step will be 
to provide a home for all the old art 
editors who ever turned down our illustra- 
tions and cartoons, and then—’’ 

** And then we'll blow them up all in a 
bunch,”’ shouted an amateur. 

“And save powder on them,”’ shouted 
another. 

John W. Alexander, President of the 
National Academy of Design, responding 
after this outburst, said that he feared for 
his life among such hot-headed critics, 
and consequently proceeded to compli- 
ment the members of the society. He said 
that the illustrators of America led the 
world in things artistic, adn should be 
considered as contributing more to art 
than all the masters among painters or 
sculptors. 

Whereupor Mr. Gibson broke in with the 
remark that such compliments had never 
wet sustained the life of @ struggling il- 
lustrator and that they would not be 
tolerated at the dinner as long as he was 
Chairman. Mr. Alexander sought hard to 
become reinstated and finally succeeded 
by inviting the Society of Illustrators into 
the National Academy of Design, which 
invitation was accepted by the society on 
the part of the Chairman with rapid de- 
cision. Thereafter, Mr. Alexander sat to 
Mr. Gibson’s right and was several times 
toasted as the Hon. Mr. Alexander. 

E. H. Blashfield, representing the Na- 
tional Society of Mural Painters, said 
that his first attempt to paint a picture 
resulted in his arrest. He had attempted 
to paint a little calf, he said, and in order 
to get the most artistic vantage point to 
study his subject, climbed over a fence 
into a pasture where the calf grazed with 
its mother. The New England farmer, 
not suspecting his mission, took him for 
an intruder and hurled a brick through 
his canvas. Whereupon, Mr. Biash- 
field asserted, words followed, resulting itn 
his arrest for trespassing. 

“This experience taught me,’’ he said, 
‘“¢hat all artists ought to be arrested 
before they ever begin to sketch.” He 
was forced to sit down. 

Frank Crowninshield, representing the 
Art Department of the Century Magazine, 
said that he hated artists of all kinds be- 
cause they possessed artistic tempera- 
ment. ‘' Artistic temperament,’’ he said, 
“is simply a matter of license, and li- 
cense, as everybody knows, is of four 
kinds: first, artistic license; second, 
dramatic license; third, liquor license, and 
fourth, a toastmaster’s license. The last 
two may be seen, as is said of the stars, 
in. conjunction.”’ 

Again Mr. Gibson used his gavel and 
leveled it at the speaker. He denied that 
he knew of any such license, and assured 
Mr. Crowninshield that he would never be 
invited to another dinner by his society. 

J. T. Willing, art editor of the Asso- 
elate Sunday Magazines, said that car- 
tooning was the most illustrious work 
done in America. ‘‘ The reason for this,” 
he explained, ‘‘is because the cartoonist 


is allowed to think whereas an illustrator) 


starves to death if he even tries to 
think.” He also was voted an ingrate and 


was forced to retire.

TENEMENT BILLS OPPOSED. 


Charity Soclety’s Committee on Con- 
gestion Committee’s Work. 








The Tenement House Committee of the 
Charity Organization Society, of which 
Paul D. Cravath is Chairman, has issued 
a memorandum in opposition to the legis- 
Rative bills proposed by the Committee 
on Congestion of Population in New York. 

The committee says that under one of 
the bills, which seeks to prevent over- 
crowding, eight persons might occupy a 
five-room apartment of such dimensions 
that six persons would sleep with a pro- 
Vision of only 200 cubic feet of air each, 
and two with 300 cubic feet each, and no 
public official would be able to stop or 
prevent this condition of things. 
“Another bill would make the Tenement 
Tiouse Commissioner a member of the 
Board of Health, which, the committee 
says, would serve no useful purpose and 
would make it possible for him to shift 
responsibility to the board. 

Another would make it mandatory, in- 
st of permissive, for the department to 
vacate a house found unfit for habitation 
bY any employe. The committee remarks 
that it has never heard of a complaint 
that the department failed to use its sum- 
mary powers under the present law, the 
only complaint being that it used them 
too freely. 

Another bill would prohibit the erection 
of a tenement house more than four 
stories in height, unless it is fireproof. 
The committee says this would have the 

‘sult of increasing rents, and points out 
that under the present law permitting 
buildings of six stories there has been not 
a single loss of life through a fire in one 
of these houses and hardly any loss of 
Paoperty:

HAMMERSTEIN GIVES 
$100,000 MORTGAGE 


Lien on Victoria and Republic 
Theatres Given to E. F. Albee 
of Keith & Proctor. 








HAS OPTION ON LEASEHOLD 





Privilege Granted Albee to Buy for 
$1,250,000—Plan May Be to Keep 
Beck from Getting Victoria. 





A mortgage for $100,000 was regorded 
yesterday, given by the Hammerstein 
Amusement Company to Edward F.. Albee 
of 107 East Seventy-second Street, on 
the property at the corner of Broadway 
and Forty-second Street, occupied by the 
Victoria and Republic Theatres, and oc- 
cupying a plot 100.4 by 181 feet, at the 
northwest corner of the two streets. 

This comes in close proximity to a re- 
port, verified by William Hammerstein, 
that Mr. Albee, who is general manager 
for Keith and Proctor’s vaudeville inter- 
ests, has an option on the leasehold of 
the property occupied by the Victoria and 
the Republia Mr. Hammerstein said 
Monday night that Mr. Albee had such 
an option to buy the lease of the prop- 
erty for one million and a quarter dollars, 
but he also said that there was nothing 
of any tmportance in the facts. The orlg- 
inal lease, which was signed several 
years ago, was recorded only last week. 
Nene of the Hammersteins, William, or 
Oscar, or Arthur. could be found Jast 
night to say anything about the mort- 
gage. 

It is known that Martin Beck, general 
manager for the Orpheum vaudeville air- 
cult, has been trying to obtain the lease 
of the Hammerstein property in Times 
Square, and that the other vaudeville in. 
terests, which include the Helith-Proctor 
and Percy Williams, have been somewhat 
alarmed at the effort of the Western 
marager to obtain a footing in the Bast. 
At present Mr. Beck's circuit has only 
one house east of the Mississippi River, 
while the other large interests are un- 
represented west of that river. The Or- 
pheum Circuit ts said to have an agree- 
ment with the United Booking Offices, 
which control the Eastern vaudeville the- 
atres, not to control any houses in the 
Eastern territory. 

Several people interested in the vaude- 
ville situation have eald that the option 
granted Mr. Albee, who is so closely con- 
nected with the United Booking Offices, 
has been to forestall Mr. Beck, rather 
than to give the Kelth & Proctor interests 
any particular hold on the Victoria The- 
atre property. 


CLEANING A NEIGHBORHOOD. 


Gramercy Assoclation Has a Fresh 
Air, No Dirt Rally. 


The yhad a Jewish rabbi, a Roman 
Catholic priest, an Episcopal minister, a 
doctor, a public school teacher, and an 
ex-city officer to talk to them at the 
Gramercy Neighborhood Association mass 
meeting which met in the Stuyvesant 
High School, West Fifteenth Street, last 
evening ,and every one present who was 
not a member became so imbued with the 
neighborhood spirit that at the close they 
fairly fell over each other to hand in 
cards, saying they wanted to be mem- 
bers.

Dr. James Alexander 
Miller of Bellevue told how twenty boys 
formed a club to keep the windows of the 
houses of their neighborhood open and 
the streets clean. ‘“‘Fresh aid is God's 
best gift to man,” he said, ‘‘ night air is 
as good air as day air, and what other air 
is there at night. We now have more 
windows open at night fn the er ee 
of the city than you will find on Fifth 
Avenue.” 

Miss Julia Richman, District Superin- 
tendent of Schools, paraphrased the Tal- 
mud’s statement that when God found 
He could not be everywhere He made 
mothers. 

‘‘When God found what a sorrv = 
he had made in making some mothers, He 
made old maid school teachers,’’ she said.

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BAKERS AT WORK BEATEN. 


“Entertainment Committees ” Making 
a Round of Tempestuous Visits. 


Striking kosher bakers started tactics 
yesterday which they used in their strike 
two years ago. ‘‘ Entertainment commit- 
tees’’ were sent to the bakeries where 
bakers were still at work. By way of a 
diversion yesterday bosses were attacked 
as well as the workers. 

Isaac Stempler, a boss baker, has ba- 


keries at 165 Monroe Street and 291 Mad- 
ison Street. His bakers in Madison Street 
went on Strike, and the men in the Mon- 
roe Street shop remained at work. When 
he received word that “an entertainment 
committee ’’ would be around for a visit 
~ notified the Madison Street Police Sta- 
tion. 

Detectives Sullivan and Murphy started 
a watch late on Monday night, and early 
yesterday morning sounds of strife were 
heard, and Murphy and Sullivan, who 
had waited until they saw ten men dart 
into the bakery, rushed into it, to find 
the visitors and Stempler’s bakers roll- 
ing over and over on the floor, raining 
blows On each other. They had some 
difficulty in disentangling them, and 
eight of the intruders got away. Two of 
the strikers were so badly hurt that 
they were not able to run. After they 
had been attended by Dr. Cox, from the 
Gouverneur Hospital, they were locked 
up. They gave their names as Morris 
saan. 114 Essex Street, and Yankel 
Kolenock, 256 Madison Street. 

Abraham Cohen’s bakery at 1388 Ludlow 
Street, was also invaded by ‘‘an enter- 
tainment committee,’’ though his bakers 
had struck, and he did not expect such 
company. A dozen men began to maul 
him, and one struck him on the head 
with a bar, while the others cut open 
every flour sack they could lay hands on 
and emptying the flour on the floor, seat- 
ed Cohen in the middle of it. 

Louis Linder, baker at 06 Willett Street, 
and his son Morris,.were attacked yester- 
day forenoon, by men who emptied a 
barrel of bread on tke head of Morris 
Linder and knocked Louis Linder down. 

The Independent Boss Bakers’ Associa- 
tion held a meeting late yesterday after- 
nocn at Hennington Hall, 214 Second 
Street, and decided against the demands 
onde rugs strikers. President Jacob Bock, 
said: 

‘We made an agreement with the men 
two years ago and another agreement 
with them at higher wages last vear. 
This year they demand still higher wages, 
but we do not object to the wages as 
much as to the demand that the union 
furnish the substitutes. We offered to 
arbitrate the whole matter of wages and 
everything else, as while we pay some 
men higher wages than the demands call 
oom, many of the bakers are worth far 
ess.”’ 


PRINCIPAL DEVLIN ON TRIAL. 


Charged with Appraising Property, 
Some of Which He Owned, Too High. 


Principal Michael E. Devlin of Public 
School 8, in King Street, was put on trial 
before the Elementary Schools Committee 
of the Board of Education yesterday 
afternoon on twenty-one charges preferred 
by the City Superintendent. Most of the 
charges grew out of his work as a Land 
Condemnation Commissioner for the city. 
One of the complaints is that while sitting 


as a member of the Condemnation Com- 
mission appointed for the East 222d Street 
opening he made excessive awards on 
various parcels of property, one of which 
he is alleged to have owned himself. It 
is charged also that he appraised a num- 
ber of parcels which belonged to his 
brother-in-law, and that he used as 
dummies in his alleged manipulations two 
teachers under his supervision. Other 
complaints are that he used his authority 
as a school Principal to induce several 
teachers under his supervision to execute 
documents the contents of which they 
were ignorant. 

The committee heard the testimony of 
five witnesses yesterday and will con- 
clude the trial next Tuesday. Mr. Devlin 
was represented by former Attorney Gen- 
eral Julius M. Maver and the olty by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Charles 
MelIntyre. The trial is behind closed doors. 


ATE PIE DAILY, LIVED TO 96. 


Job B. Tillou Also Chewed Tobacco 
for Eighty-five Years. 


Job Brown Tillou, the oldest resident of 
South Orange, N. J., died yesterday at the 
age of 96 years. He had been in failing 
health since two years ago when his wife 
was fatally burned while making a bon- 
fire of leaves in the vard of their home. 

Mr. Tillou was born in the old Tillou 
homestead, which stood on the site of the 
house in which he died, and had left the 
State but twice, when he went to visit a 
brother at Honesdale, Penn. Mr. Tillou 
attributed his old age to the simplicity of 
the life he led. He always retired before 
midnight—usually at a much earlier hour— 
and seldom smoked. Whena — water 
system was installed by the village he re- 
fused to use that water, a his 
supply from a mineral well on the Tillou 
farm. Mr. Tillou used to say that he had 
chewed tobacco since he was 11 years old, 
and had eaten pie twice a day for eighty- 
nine years.

Mr. Vanderpoel had only been 
a resident of St. Louis for a year, hav- 
ing come here from Chicago, where for 
thirty years he was an instructor in the 
Art Institute. He also wag President of 
the Artists’ Association of that city and 
of the Western Association of Artists. 
He came here to accept a position as in- 
structor in the Art Academy of the Peo- 
ple’s University. Mr. Vanderpoel was 
the author of ‘‘ The Human ody,’ a 
work on art instruction, which is gen- 
erally used in the educational institutions 
of this country. 

Mr. Vanderpoel was born in Holland, 
received his public school education in 
Chicago, and because of artistic tenden- 
cies was encouraged to go to Paris, where 
he completed his art education. 

A widow and two children survive.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 
Cotton O11 Dividend Declared. 


The Directors of the American Cotton 
Oil Company declared yesterday a semi- 
annual dividend of 2% per cent. on ‘the 
common stock, setting at rest some un- 
certainty which had existed regarding the 
maintenance of the 5 per cent. rate for 
the current half year.

Trust Company Interest. 


More was heard in the financial dis- 
trict yesterday of the reduction of inter- 
est on deposits by the trust companies, 
which for some time have been attempt- 
ing to reduce the average rate allowed to 
their depositors. A. number of institu- 
tions in taking new accounts have for 
some time been offering lower rates of 
interest than they formerly paid, but the 
reduction on standing accounts has gone 
on only very slowly. Some large in- 
stitutions have not attempted to cut down 
the interest rates on deposits which they 
have held year after year, and all the 
institutions have used care inechanging 
their interest rates so as not to lose a¢t- 
counts to other institutions which might 
consent to pay the old rates on new ac- 
counts. The long prevailing ease in 
money is giving a special incentive to 
the trust companies to lower interest 
rates when they feel they can do g0 
without loss.

More Failures Than Last Year. 


According to the statistics of Brad- 
street’s, failures during April were 12 
per cent. more numerous than in the 
same month in the previous year, though 
smaller than in 1909, and, of course, than 
in 1908. Compared with March, the 
showing marks a decline of 10 per cent. 
A better view of the progress of commer- 
ciel affairs is obtainable from the statist- 
ics of the four months of the year to 
date, which show that the 4,459 casualties 
reported to this agency are 6.7 per cent. 
larger for 1911 up to the end of April 
than fn the same period of 1910, and 8.5 
per cent. greater than in 1909. Compared 
with 1908, however, as is natural in view 
of the afterpanic effects then felt in 
full force, the present period shows a 
decline of 16 per cent. April's failures 
are scattered over the country in about 
the Same proportion as those in the same 
month of last year. The Middle States, 
which include New York, show a total of 
843 failures, against 2094 last year, but 
the amount of Habilities has decreased 
from $12,043,268 to $4,798,916. Liabilities 
for the four months are put at $70,907,402 
this year, approximately equal to those 
of last year, which were swelled by the 
collapse of the Columbus & Hocking pool, 
carrying with it three 
houses in New York.

Chicago 
May was a leader, gaining 8c a bushel, closing 
at Go over July, and within about %c of New 
York May. The taking in of the deliveries 
Mon@ay revealed a larger short interest than 
enticipated, and covering was general and of 
considerable volume.

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TOO POOR TO PAY ALIMONY. 


Prof. R. St. James Perrin so Avers in 
Wife’s Divorce Suit. 


Prof. Raymond St. James Perrin of 
Chatham, author of ‘‘ Philosophy or Re- 
ligion’’ and ‘“ Religion of Philosohpy,”’ 
pleaded poverty before Vice Chancellor 
Stevens in Newark yesterday as the rea- 
son why he should not be made to pay 
alimony to his wife, Ada Zell Perrin, who 
has brought suit for divorce on the 
gfround of desertion.

DETECTIVE SHAKE-UP 
AROUSES CORRIGAN 


Men Shifted Said to Have Been 
Suspected of Giving Him 
Crime Information. 








FLYNN WOULDN’T MOVE THEM 





Refused Twice to Make Transfers, It’s 
Said, and Then Told His Usefulness 
Had Ended—Dougherty Takes Hold. 





George S. Dougherty, the new Second 
Deputy Police Commissioner, was sworn 
in by Mayor Gaynor yesterday and at 
Once took hold of the Detective Bureau. 
Another shake-up following the transfer 
of several detectives on Monday night, is 
impending. A number are to be shifted 
and others reduced. 

It was said yesterday that the transfer 
from the Central Office to desk and patrol 
duty of Detectives William 8S. Peabody, 
Willam H. Kinsler, William F. Duggan, 
Valerian J. O'Farrell, and James J. Cain 
was due to the fact that these men are 
accused of having given inside Iinforma- 
tion to Magistrate Joseph Corrigan, whose 
attack upon Mayor Gaynor and the Po- 
lice Department resulted in the present 
crime investigation by the Grand Jury. 

Magistrate Corrigan was plainly wrought 
up yesterday over the transfers, and he 
said he intended to issue a statement 
later showing how unjustly the men had 
been treated. The Magistrate called upon 
District Attorney Whitman, but it could 
not be learned if any official action is to 
be taken. It is Hkely that the matter 
will be referred to the Grand Jury 
investigating police conditions. It could 
not be learned who was responsible for 
the transfers. One report was that the 
Mayor had ordered them. 

It was reported that the Mayor became 
convinced some time ago that Peabody 
and O'Farrell were on altogether too 
friendly terms with Magistrate Corrigan, 
and had them followed. When it was 
reported that the detectives had met the 
Magistrate on several occasions at the 
Hotel Metropole, the order was given to 
William J. Flynn, then Second Deputy, 
to have Peabody and O'Farrell trans- 
ferred. Flynn, it is said, refused to make 
the change on the ground that the de- 
tectives were two of his best men. Then, 
it is said, a further request was made 
that he transfer Duggan, Kinsler, and 
Cain. Mr. Flynn is said to have again 
objected, for the same reason, and it is 
reported that he was informed that his 
usefulness in the department had ended. 
His resignation followed. 

Mr. Dougherty disclaimed all responsi- 
bility for the transfers. He said he had 
not issued the order, and he referred the 
newspaper men to Commissioner Cropsey. 
The fact that the transfers followed so 
closely upon the resignation of Mr, Flynn 
did not seem worth official explanation. 

About zou ice Headquarters it was said 
that Kinsler, Duggan, and O'Farrell, who 
have worked together for some time. 
were transferred by Commissioner Crop- 
sey, It was said that Mayor Gaynor 
about ten days ago ordered the transfer, 
this being done after an investigation the 
Mayor made into a case on which the 
detectives worked. These three detectives 
have made many important arrests, their 
work being confined solely to loft burg- 
laries and safe robberies.

‘‘As a matter of fact, such crimes were 
entirely normal when the cry began, But 
do not be discouraged. Go to work hard 
and let me assure you you have a splendid 
body of men under you. 

When Commissioner Dougherty left the 
City Hall he was asked !f he had been 
sworn in by Commisstoner Gaynor or Com- 
missioner Cropsey. 

‘T was sworn in by C ommisstoner Crop- 
sey last night,’’ he replied, ‘and again to- 
day by the Mayor, so that the affidavit 
could be filed in the City Clerk’s office.’ 

‘Ts it true that the stool pigeon system 
is to be introduced?’’ he was asked. 

‘** Not so far as I am concerned.” 

“Do you believe in employing stool 
pigeons? ’ 

“That is something I cannot discuss. 
You'll have to see the Commissioner.”’ 

‘‘ Were you responsible for the Peabody 
and the other transfers? ”’ 

‘T do not wish to appear abrupt,”’ was 
the reply, ‘‘ but it Is going to be my policy 
not to talk for nye ation except when 
I have accomplished something.’ 

Mr. Dougherty was present yesterday 
morning at the line of prisoners in the 
Detective Bureau. He was introduced to 
the assembled detectives by Inspector 
Russell, and he said he knew many of 
them personally. 

‘*T see quite a number here whom T 
know by name,” he said, ‘‘and others 
with whose faces I am familiar. I see 
no reason why we cannot get along 
well together.’’ 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen yesterday Alderman Willard 
inquired if Police Commissioner Cropsey 
had replied to the letter of inquiry asking 
for his reasons for abolishing the special 
policemen in Wall Street and other finan- 
cial and banking houses.

Chairman Bent thought that the Com- 
misstoner ought to make a reply, and at 
the suggestion of Alderman Willard the 
board ordered another letter to be sent to 
the Commissioner.

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TO CUT OFF QUEENIE STRINGER 


C. B. Barker Now Sues to Set Aside 
$100,000 Trust Deed in Her Favor. 


Charles Bell Barker, who inherited $500,- 
000 from his uncle, Charles Bell, has 
brought suit to set aside a trust deed of 
$100,000 to Queenie Adelia Stringer, whom 
he has previously recognized as his daugh- 
ter, on the ground that he was deceived 
by the child’s mother, Adelaide Stringer, 
and that new evidence convinces him that 
he is not her father. Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Morschauser granted a motion in be- 
half of Barker yesterday to have the suit 
transferred to New York County from 
Westchester, 

The girl was born in 1901 to Miss String- 
er, then Barker’s housekeeper, at Spring 


Valley, N. Y. A special bill was intro- 
duced in the Legislature in 1905 by As- 
semblyman Stanley at Barker’s request to 
legitimatize her. It was passed, but Gov. 
Higgins vetoed it, calling it ‘‘an insult 
i. every faithful wife and to womanhood 
tself.’’ 

After Barker made the assignment 
which he now seeks to set aside his wife, 
Mrs. Eva Murgatroyd Barker, began an 
action to have him adjudged incompetent. 
She alleged he had spent money lavishly 
on Miss Stringer, Florence Potter, an act- 
ress, and Lizzie Holmes, an English cook. 
Justice Mills denied Mrs. Barker’s motion. 

‘“T am convinced that the facts pre- 
sumptively establish that the alleged in- 
competent person has been a profligate 
man during at least a considerable part 
of his manhood life, but these facts do 
not seem to me to indicate even pre- 
sumptively that he is or at any time has 
been a lunatic or from any cause an im- 
becile.’”’ 

The Court of Appeals upheld a separa- 
tion agreement between Barker and his 
wife, into which she had voluntarily en- 
tered, and which she later attempted to 
set aside. 


ASHORE WITHOUT INSPECTION 


Self-Styled Policeman Took Penniless 
Passengers Off a Liner. 


Two passengers on the Hamburg-Ameér- 
ican liner President Lincoln escaped in- 
spection in a strange way after her ar- 
rival at the Hoboken pier yesterday 
morning. Frank Stoddard, James Allee, 
and Walter Pallerine, presumably Amer- 
icans, who became stranded in Germany, 
were sent home by the American Consul. 
The Immigration Inspectors after exam- 
ining the second cabin passengers and dis- 
charging the arrivais in the steerage sent 
for the three men. <A few minutes later 
a steward appeared leading Stoddard. He 


explained that the other two men had 
been taken away by a policeman. Tie 
Imnunigration Inspector said that such 
could not bs the case, as the opfficials 
well knew that no one could be taken 
from an incoming vessel without the au- 
thority of the immigration officials. 

The purser confirmed the statement of 
the steward. He said a man had come on 
board, shown a shield, and aslred for the 
two men. When they arrived he ex- 
plained that both were ‘‘ wanted’’ and 
took them away. A watchman on tie 
nicer said later he had seen the two men 
taken away and he was of the opinion 
the man with them was not a policeman. 
Inquiry at the headquarters of the Ho- 
boken police, the United States Commis- 
Sioner’s office and the immigration sta- 
tion showed that the pair had not been 
arrested and no oné knew where they 
have gone. 

fhe steamship line can be held respon- 
sible for allowing them to depart with- 
out the formality of going before the 
inspectors Stoddard knew nothing of 
them, he faid, and as he was a citizen 
he was allowed to go.

‘‘ so-called comic supplement.’ 

The Congress meets next year in Texas, 
probably at Dallas.
